KILLING THE STOCK. 


MUMANE METHOD AF PURSUED IN 
THE TY OF TORONT 

A Visit to the Shambles aud the Sights 

Seon DRhore=Calves Not Now Hled 


Almost to Ibeath Liefore Killing 
Calves, Too, Are Rondered Unconscious 


Hefore Dispatoh 


A visit to the shambles of a largo olty 
such as ‘Toronto, whore eyory wook hun 
droda of shoe» and cattle are slaughtorod 
for consumption, reminds us that aftor 
tho lapse of the agos, wo are atiil not 
far removed from what we are ploased to 
oall the barbariam of, our anclont pro 
gronitors But it is a fact that in ordor 
that we may live, it seoma to bo a law of 
nature that wo must kill, and it ta no 
use growing too sentimental over such an 
inoxorablo though grucsomoe nocosalby, 
But since it ls nocessary that those anil 
mals should be slaughtored, thoro is no 
reason why they should not be despatchod 
in the speodicst and most humane man 


ner possible 
It is satisfactory to know that in ‘To- 


ronto the buainosa of siaughtering ani 
mils is for the most part carried on in 
accordance with humano principles, ‘Lo 


apn outsider not ucoustomed to the alghts 
of the slaughter house, the killing looks 
brutal under any olrcunstancos, 

In the past thore was a good deal of 
cruelty practiced in connection with the 
slaughtor of animals, for which the over: 
refined taste of the public was chiefly to 
blame, This apecial eruolty was the pray 
tioe of blooding the animals before killing 
thom. In particular was this cruel custhin 
practicod in tho sliughtoring of calves 
and lambs, Calves ospocially were to! 
tured by a Hngering death. Thoy would 
be allowed to bleed for hours, until 
acarcely any life would bo left in the 
wretched little carcase, which from ox- 
haustion and weakness would fall and he 
upable to rise, Then the knife would be 
upplied to ensure the actual killing of 
tho animal before it expired in the nat- 
ural way. 

And all this refinement of cruelty wus 
practiced In order to satisfy the fashion- 
able craze that the meat, when dressod, 
should uppoar as white and bloodless as 
possible. The more lingering and cruel 
the death of the animal, the whiter the 
moat and the better pleased the dainty- 
mouthed young housewife who went 
marketing, and waited for the butcher's 
assurance that the yeal was killed accord. 
ingg to the proyailing practico. Happily, 
evon the daintlest epicures, with thoir 
fulso ideas and tastes, are growing more 
clyilized, and no longer do they insist 
that veal must be as white and tasteless 
as a turnip. As a consequonce of this im- 
provement, the butcher no longer finds it 
necossary to cater to such a depraved 
taste, and now, when the bleating calf 
must be killed, he is dispatched in the 
speodiest manner, 

‘Chis speediness has of lato boon facili- 
tu.ed by the dying out of another old- 
fashioned taste. At one time calyes’ 
hoads was considered a pleasant dish. For 
this reason it was not good business, 
from the butcher's point of viow, to 
practice the most merciful of all methods 
of killing, which Js to first stun the ani- 
mal by a blow on the head. ‘To do this 
would bruise and perhaps break the skull, 
and so spoil iis appearance for the tablo, 

But oven calves’ heads, as a luxary, 
have, for the time at loast, somewhat cone 
out of fashion, and so tho fatted calf can 
now bo hit on the head, made insonsible 
foreyor to all pain, and be prepared for 
the returning prodigal or any other gor- 
muandizer who has a fondness for this in- 
sipid sort of meat. 

In somo cities, oven at tho present 
time, the killing of cattle is attended 
with a certain aimount of needless 
cruelty. The boast is driven into a nar- 
row enclosure, where he {fs deftly caught 
in a rope by the hind legs and instantly 
hung up by tho heols in the alr. Strug- 
gling and bollowing, he is seized by the 
head and bis throat is out with a large 
knifo, ‘The process is cruel, and need- 
lessly so. 

I paid a visit the other day to a large 
sluughter house in Toronto, says a writer 
in Toronto Sunday World, where a much 
more humane mode is adopted.

returns after her recent ead experience 
with the Bay Bridge. We were told, and 
there appeared to be roason in the state- 
mont, that the dividends on tho Bridge 
stock would more than pay the interest on 
the investment and that the taxpayers 
would not feel any extra burden in the 
matter. Well our $30,000 is irretrievably 
gone now, and the taxpayer does feel the 
extra burden and unless he likes that sort 
of thing he will be caroful about future in- 
vestinenta, 

Following this serious loss of 830,000 we 
are asked to take another try at the wheel 
of fortune, this time to to the tune of $50,- 
000—and the same old story is dinned in 
our ears that we will scarcely feel the in 
vestment, that the returns to be received 
will more than compensate for the invyest- 
ment of this bonus. For my pare I thin’ 
it is about timo our city got some returns 
for past investments, 

We sank a lot of money in the Grand 
Junction Railway with no returns, gave an- 
other fortune to the G,T.R. for which we 
receive little or nothing, invested $30,000 
in the bridge, which is gone. Where are 
all the returns our municipal leaders and 
financiers so positively promised us? It 
seems to me we have been bitten enough 
to be shy of throwing away our money on 
apy more ‘‘sure things” that turn out to 
be ‘sure losses,”’ 


In the rolling mills matter I fear history 
will repeat itself, and we are in for another 
loss if we give this $50,000. When any 
business quits through losses, as the 
Mi'chell business did in Norwich, it seems 
as if it would be wise to let it stay quit. 
They did, we are told doubtless truth- 
fully,a large paying business years ago, but 
it ceased to pay, and to save what had 
previously been made was shut up. I’ is 
pertinent to ask why the change from 
profits to losses} And if it was through 
the opening up of the great West and the 
westward tendency of business, why did 
not the Mitchells go west and hold their 
custom with its profitable returns? It 
seems to me a good paying business firmly 
established for many years ought to meet 
almost every possible contingency and why 
this firm was so willing to drop business, 
breaking up-all their old connections and 
letting things go isa mystery as yet not 
satisfactérily _ explained. Other rolling 
mills in the U. S. are now making monoy, 
and why did the Mitchells throw up the 
sponge ¢ 

The question is, do we want the risk of 
taking hold of this dead concern? There 
is nothing like the fielf# in Canada for roll- 
ing mills there is inthe U.S. _ Why, ther, 
is this pushing and enterprising firm so 
willing to locate here, when there ere 
better chances at home where they are 
known and have old business connections ? 
I fear, Mr. Editor,the statement that these 
men are not bonus hunters is open to some 
qualification, 


We all want to see Belleville prosperous, 
none more than myself, but Ido not feel 
drawn to this rolling mills bonus. I can- 
not understand why this firm are so willing 
to break up good old paying connections, 
and I do not think thero are good prospects 
for success in Canada for more rolling 
wills at present. If we have $50,000 mure 
to give away better divide it around among 
our own people,

As I have mentioned above that 
there is only one true or correct result to 
any problem on labor, then it is reasonable 
to say that some Governments have been 
erroneous in figures on labor or there 
would not be any labor organization ut all, 
I did say through the columns of the 
Ontario that L cannot advance far enough 
yet in education to tell how many hairs I 
have got in my head; will say in your col- 
umns that a few more moves to embarrass 
labor like the present bonus will soon ad- 
vance me to that stage. My hair is com- 
mencing to drop out now. If their object 
is, as thoy say it is, to help working 
people, and that the money will all go 
through rent and family supplies, then I 
say that an ontorprise that they would take 
stock in would haye the same benefit got- 
ting dividend from the profits to pay the 
interest on the bonus. $70,000 would pay 
a pension of $200 a year for 7 years to 50 
of the oldest laborers in the city, which 
would do more good to promote business 
prosperity than the bonus monopoly, as 
the retail business would be sure of a cir- 
culation of $10,000 a year.

DRUMMOND COUNTY RAILWAY 
AND CORRUPTION. 

Before the investigation into. the atfairs 
of the Drummond County Railway took 
place before a House of Commons: Grit 
partizan committee, appointed at the in- 
stance of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Grits 
were loud in their promises and threats of 
what they would do in the way of exposing 
Tory corruption, and other yile acts com- 
mitted by that party in connection with 
the building of that'rond.

Madrid, July 4.—Capt.-General Blanco 
reports to the Goyernment, under date of 
July 1, a8 follows: ‘At noon today the 
elviey \ 4, rously attacked Santiago, and 
succeeded in taking the advanced posl- 
tions of Lomar and San Juan, aftera 
vehemoeons resistance, lasting three hours, 
on our part. We were able to save our 
firtillery, though half the troops were 
placed hors de combat, Gen, Linares was 
soverely wounded in tho leff.arm, and 
relinquished his command to Gen, Tor- 
vulo, The enémy in considerable force 
attacked the village of El Caney this 
morning, but were repulsed by Gen. 
Vara. ‘Lhe tight was resumed this eyen- 
ing and ended in Wl Caney itself being 
captured after a vigorous resistance on 
our part. 

‘Our losses were heavy. I have no 
news of the Escaro and Caresa columns, 
with which it is Impossible to communi- 
cate, despite all efforts to do so.’’ 


Details From Private Sources. 

Madrid, July 4, 4.80 p.m.—Private 
despatches from Santiago give the follow- 
ing details: ‘‘Gen. Shafter’s army, com- 
posed of 17,000 infantry and 82 siege guns 
of various calibre. attacked the Spanish 
positions before Santiago, 6,000 rebels 
under Garoia assisting them. The Spani- 
ards had only 2,000 men, party volunteers, 

“Our troops fought with heroio cour- 
age. Who battle lasted threo hours, and 
the Spanish were then compelled to aban- 
don the trenches and fall back on Santi- 
ago. The retreat was conducted in perfect 
order, \< 

‘‘Our losses were heavy, and tho oene- 
my’s were enormous. The list of our 
wounded includes Gen. Linares, Col. 
Ordonez and Majors Anadrid and Arriz, 
the latter being Gen. Linares’ alde-de- 
camp, 

“The Aimorican attack upon El Caney 
Was very severe. The position was de- 
fended by Gen. Vara do Rey, with 500 
men, Tho enemy was at first repulsed, 
but ultimately renewed the attack, the 
result being unknown.” 

A later despatch saya; ‘‘Tho Amoricans 
fought eight against one. The Spaniards 
defondod themselyes herolcally, Our 
wounded are numerous, including Gen, 
Vara de Rey and Major Deminuez. The 
Struggle is becoming difficult, 2,000 
Spaniards haying to meet 25,000 of the 
ehemy.”’

Gen. Shafter’s Army. 


The Aggressive Action of the U.S Soldlery

At Gonoral Shaftor's headquartors, Fri 


day, July 1, 4 p.m.—(By Assoolatod 
Pross despatch boat Cynthia,)—General 
Shafter's army has had jts baptism of 
firo, with desperate courage If has oon- 


quored the Spanish works before Santiago, 
and at thia hour ts driving tho onemy 
into the stroots of the city Lhe viotory 
was won at hoayy oost in killed and 
wounded, It is impossiblo to estimate tho 
loss at this writing. 

In somo cases ovyory oflicer in a com 

pany was lost. 

Tho Spanish losa must have 
heavy. The Spaniards opposing 
Lawton’'s Division lost in killed, wound- 
od or taken prisonors, 2,000 men, and loss 
on tho centre and left must bo double 
that numbet, Most of our troops took 
position during the night, although Gon, 
Bates’ roserves did not como up until 
morning. 

Gen. Lawton's division, on the extremo 
right, supported by Capt. Capron’s bat- 
tery, Gen, Kont's diyision in the centre 
and Gon. Whoelor'’s division on tho left, 
supported by Capt. Grimo'’s battory, 
planted on a hill, formed a line whioh 
stretched across the whole width of tho 
basin in which Santiago lies, a distance 
of fully five miles. 

Attack Upon Caney. 

Immediately in front of Gen. Lawton 
lay Caney, surrounded by blookhouses 
and entrenchments and against this point 

‘ wero the operations directed. Beyond 
the San Juan River, 2,000 yards before 
the contre and loft, lay « line of entrench- 
monts a mile west of the olty. These two 
divisions were covored by a heavy tangled 
undergrowth between the San Juan and 
tho Rio Guama. On the extreme loft, on 
the helghts beyond Capt. Grimes’ battery, 
behind which, in the shelter of an old 
sugar house, where the rear cavalry 
division was massed, were Gon, Duffield's 
Michigan yolunteers, who moved out at 
daylight over the line of the railroad from 
Sibonoy. 

The Americans bad the advantage of 
the sun in the morning, which shono 
directly in the enomy’s faco, 

The engagement opened whon the fleet 
lying’ outside the ontrance to the harbor 
began dropping shells into the lower end 
of the Spanish earthworks, 

This firing, which was entirely by bear- 
ings, was not elfective. 

At 7.20 the land engagement opened 
with tiring from Capt. Capron’s battory 
on the extreme right, upon the blook- 
house and entrenchments before Oanoy. 
This was followed quickly by simultane- 
ous attacks by Gen. Chaffeo and Col, 
Ludlow, Who ooocupied a flanking position 
to the north, ‘The Spanish replied with 
great spirit and nerve when the Ameri- 
can shells burst directly over their tren- 
ches. A few minutes before 8 o'clock 
Capt. Grimes opened with his battery on 
the heights to the right of the main ro- 
doubt, situated in the centre of the Span- 
ish line of entrenchments, directly before 
the city. 

Spanish Reply Was Effective, 

The Spanish reply was immediate and 
wonderfully accurate. The second or third 
of their shells broke oyer one of Capt. 
Grimes’ guns, killing two men and 
wounding four, Both ‘the Spanish and 
American batteries used shrapnel. The 
next Spanish shell burst just beyond the 
battery and riddled a sugar house, behind 
which Col. Woods’ Kough Riders were 
waiting a forward movement, 

It was from these heights that the Eng- 
lish, German and Japanese military at- 
taches. yiowed the engagement, 

. Capt. Grimes’ shells, set for a range of 
2,800 yards, slightly overshot the mark. 
t Was difficult to locate the Spanish 
suns, as they used smokeless powder, and 
in this the Amolicans had the worst of it. 

Up to this time there had been no in- 
fantry near except on the extreme right, 
Vhere the Spaniards were being hard 
pressed by Gen, Chaffee and Lawton. 

View From a Balloon, 


About 8.380 a balloon was sent up in 
front of the cayalry division. This drew 
the first volley from the Spanish entrench - 
ments. Though volley followed yolley, 
the daring ollicer made a reconnaissance 
ind got down safely, after having ob- 
tained complete details of the disposition 
of the enemy. ho adyance of the cavalry 
und Gen, Kont's division immediately 
began along the line of the main road to 
santiago. It was about two hours later 
before the American adyance began 
breaking through the coyer in front of 
the Spanish trenches, It was met with a 
murderous hail from Mauser rifles, which 
temporarily stayed tho forward movement. 
Lhe Spaniards had the range and their 
practioe was good, ‘Lhe Americans lay on 
their breasts and poured volley after yol- 
ley into thom ata range so close that the 
opposing lines could see tho whites of 
cach other's eyes. 

Capt. Grimes then reopened with his 
battery, and in the second duel with the 
Spanish artillorists did much better exe- 
cution, planting shell after shell in the 
first main redonbs und silencing two 
guns. The Spanish gunnors then turned 
their attention to the United States in- 
fantry and began dropping sholls into the 
adyance guard. 

A few minutos afterward Clark's bri 
gade and tho right of Kent's division 
mado a gallant chargo up the knoll to the 
north of the extrome left of the Spanish

The cavalry division and Gen. Haw- 
kins’ brigade charged up the slope 
against a storm of death. It was in this 
awful chargo that the Americans were so 
badly cut up that they started on a 
double quick, but no troops could face 
such a terrific flre without annihilation. 
Yho Americans staggered, they threw 
themselyes on the ground; again they 
started; again they prostrated themselves, 
but on, on, up, up, they went, until, 
with a cheer, they sprang over the tren- 
ches dividing the sides of the hill cheok- 
ered with their fallen comrades. 
was hand-to-hand fighting here, in which 
an officer of the 24th was macheted by a 
Spaniard, put the Spaniards could not 
resist the onset of the United States 
troops, and they scrambled out of the 


trenches and broke over the line of knolls 
pn which they were situated. Hundreds 
of the Spanish lay dead or wounded in 
the trenches. 

Main Redoubt Carried With a Rush. 

The main redoubt was then carried 
with a rush. ‘Uhe two remaining batteries 
were then ordered up and with a rattle 
and clash Capt. Bates’ battery went tear- 
ing up the road, encumbered as it was 
with a stream of wounded going to the 
rear. The battory .t in position to the 
right of the muin =junish redoubé at 8 
o’olock and at 8.08 Capt. Bates sent the 
first shell, which went whizzing down 
the line of entrenchments, enfilading the 
enemy murderously. 

The Amerioan advance line remained 
behind the crest of the hills until Capt. 
Bates had driven torror into the alrealy 
beaten and discouraged enemy. 

At this time the American fleet was 
also at work. Shortly beforo this despatoh 
was written, the United Statos line again 
move | forward and the Spanish began to 
rotreat into the town. Tho retreat soon 
became a route and at 6 o’olook an officer 
just from the front says the enemy are 
hopelessly beaten. 

Gen. Shafter at his headquarters at the 
second crossing of the Kio Guama had o 
constant communication with the front.

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Extracts from a Letter from 


Mr. James Johnson. 
Curious Coincidences--Relatives of a 
Belleville--A 
Beautiful Neighborhood, 


Former Resident of 


A letter (dated June 24th) from Mr. 
James Johnson, a former editor of the 
Ottawa Citizen, who was then on a visit to 
his friond Oolonel Stevenson, at that 
gentloman’s summer home,— ** Drumaweir 
House,” Groencastlo, County Donegal, 
Ireland, contains che following narrative, 
which is of some local interest ; 

‘A fow morninys since T had just come 

out of the post ollice ab Greoncastle, when 
# gentloman, who was uccompanied by a 
lady and a little girl—as it turned out, his 
wife and daughter — accosted me, and ask- 
ed me if I could instruct him as to how he 
could get into the ruins of the ancient 
castle, which isa prominent landmark of 
the locality, and which will be remember- 
ed by Canadians who haye come to the 
‘old country’ by the Foyle route. I re- 
plied that IT was on my way to call upona 
gentleman (Mr, Pearce Crosbie, J.P.,) at 
‘Castle House,’ whose family are the 
owners of the property, and I would be 
pleased to act as guide. ‘Tama stranger 
here,’ said the gentleman, ‘ and although I 
was born in Ireland I have not been in the 
country for thirty years.’ LT came to a too 
hasty conclusion, and risked the question : 
*Have you come across the Atlantic ?’ 
‘No,’ was the reply, ‘Ilive at Bootle— 
Liverpool.’ Never ashamed, but always 
proud, to proclaim Canadian citizen, I in- 
formed him that I, too, was ‘ native born,’ 
but that I had lived out of dear old Ireland 
for many years, in Canada. The announce- 
ment seemed to interest my new acquaint- 
ance, He promptly met the information I 
gave him by saying; ‘Oh, I have a num- 
ber of cousins in Oanada.’ ‘Tndeed,’ I 
said, ‘may I take the liberty of asking you 
their names }' * Certainly, onejof them is 
in the tea trade— 


JACOB WILSON IS HIS NAME,’ 


‘T know a Mr. Jacob Wilson, who former- 
ly resided in Belleville, in Ontario, and if 
Iremember rightly, now lives in Mont- 
real,’ ‘Exactly, he is my cousm, my 
name is Frank Wilson. The Rey. Henry 
Wilson, formerly of St. George’s Oathed- 
ral, IXingston, is another cousin, hé is now 
in New York.’ ‘I know him well,’ I 
replicd, * and a most worthy man he is. I 
very well remember ‘he circumstance —his 
countenancing the Salvation’ army—which 
led to his leaving the Cathedral.’ After an 
exchange of sentiments on several matters, 
ITremarked: ‘It is strange how you ran 
across people.’ If time had permitted I 
might have told Mr. Wilson the story of 
how I ran across an old Ottawa friend for 
whom Ihad been looking in London for 
weeks. Ihad made numerous unsuccegs- 
ful efforts to locate the gentleman in 
question, Finally one very wet, disagree- 
able day, I, in company with Mr. Jobn 
Carling, Jr..—a son of Sir John 
Carling, of London, mounted a ‘bus at 
Charing Cross. _ We located ourselves on a 
seat, one on each side of that highly 
entertaining personage, the driver. In 
the act of slipping on to the seat, one of 
my mud-splashed boots literally ‘trod up- 
on the tail’ of the coat of a gentleman 
occupying a position on the same seat. 
He audibly and indignantly resented my 
unavoidable act of aggression by indulging 
in language of considerable “force. I 
apologized promptly, when my iojured 
friend, for whom I had been in search 
for weeks, turned, looked at me, aud, then 
holding out his right hand, laughingly 
exclaimed, 
*‘ WHY,—— IS THAT You ? 

Where did you come from? How long 
have you been in town?’ and other inter- 
rogatory remarks followed in rapid succes- 
sion. We laughed heartily, laughed’ over 
the peculiar circumstances under which our 
acquaintanceship was renewed. My friend 
‘Jack’ Carling was introduced to my 
friend Grant , when we dismounted, 
and, in aconyenient Strand restaurant, 
talked over old times in Ottawa, and of the 
changes which a few years had brought 
about. Ihave had other experiences on 
the same line in London, of which I may 
tell you some day, if fortuno, in the not 
very distant futuro, should again favor my 
visiting ‘dear little Belleville.’ 

. A CHARMING IRISH LOCALITY, 


‘* Mr, Frank Wilson’s expressiun of ap- 
preciation of Greencastle and its neighbor- 
hood was, in enthusiasm, aluost equal to 
that to which I have often given utterance. 
‘It is acharming spot,’ he said, and I 
heartily endoused his view. What a 
change after the noise, bustle, roaring 
traflic, and excitement of mighty London ! 
Attractive as are the lions of the world’s 
metropolis, the quiet scenes, fur the time 
at any rate, are infinitely preferable. 
‘Far from the madding crowd's ignoble 
strife,’ I am here enjoying the superlative 
degree of sea-side pleasure, Fashionable 
watering places do not begin to compare 
with this highly endowed neighborhood. 
The place is beautiful for suituation. ‘Uhe 
resdence of my host—Oolonel Stevenson— 
is within thirty feet of Boyle's swelling 
waters, rolling northeast to the sea. Im- 
mediately to the rear runthe long ranges 
of Donegal Hills, roaming over which I 
have spent more then one pleasant day, in 
the best of sompany. Ennishaven Head 
is some three miles distant, ocean-wards. 
What a glorious sight to stand on the sum- 
mit of that prominent headland and watch 
the waves of the Atlantio roll against its 
base, and along the rock-bound coast, 
breaking in clouds of foam and spray; or 
at another time, from the same point of 
vantage, to look upon the same great body 
of water placid aa & swan pond in a 
demesne. ‘Lhe contrast is marked ; but if 
storms were never experienced, the poace- 
ful calm could not be adequately appreciat- 
ed, Out in che ocean, 4 few mies from 
the coast, lies the island of Instrahull, 
which I have visited under very interest- 
ing circumstances, and haye made the 
acquaintance of many of the fishermen and 
their families, some of whom have never 
been on the mainland.

SPAIN’S DISASTER. 


The Complete Destruction of the Santi- 
ago Fleet of Admiral Cervora—A 
Fatal Dash for Liberty. 


Ton miles west of the entrance of the 
harbor of: Santiago do Cuba, July 3, 4 
p.m., by Associated Pross dospateh boat 
Wanda, to Port Antonlo, Jamaica, Mon- 
day, July 4, vin Kingston, July 4, 4 
p.m.—Admiral Corvera's fleot, consisting 
of the armored orulsers Cristobal Colon, 
Almirante Oquendo, Infanta Marla 
Teresa und Vizcaya, and two torpedo bout 
destroyers, the Furor and the Pluton, 
which had boon held in the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba for six weoks past by 
the combined squadrons of Rear-Admiral 
Sampson and Commodore fchley, Iles 
to-dpex ab the patton of the Caribboan 
Sen off tho southern coast of Cuba. ‘Tho 
Spanish admiral is a prisoner of war on 
the auxiliary gunboat Gloucoster, and 
1,000 to 1,500 other Spanish officers ana 
sailors, all who escaped the frightful 
carnage oaused by the shells from tho 
Amoriean Warships, are also held as pri- 
sonors of war by the United States navy. 

‘ho Amerioan victory is complete, and, 
according to the bost information obtain- 
able at this time, the American vessels 
wore practically untouched, and only 
one man was killed, though the ships 
wore subjected to tho heayy fire of the 
Spaniards all the time the battle lasted. 
Cervora’s Gallant Dash, 


Admiral Ceryera made ag gallant a dash 
for liberty and for the preservation of his 
ships this morning as has ever occurred 
in the history of naval warfare. In tho 
faco of overwhelming odds, with nothing 
before him but inevitable dostruotion or 
surrender if he remained any longer in 
the trap in which the American fleet held 
him, ho mate a bold dash from the har- 


proted him to do so, and, fighting every 
inch of his way, even when his ship was 
flame, and sinking, he tried to escape 
the doom which Was written on the muz- 
zlo Of every American gun trained upon 
his véssels, 

The Americans saw him the moment 
he left the harbor and commenced their 
work of destruction immediately. For an 
houror two they followed the flying 
Spaniards to the westward along the 
shore Hine, sending shot after shot into 
ths black hulls, tearing great holes into 
their sides and covering their decks with 
the blood of the killed and wounded, 

Fought to the Last. 

At no time did the Spaniards show any 
ndisation that they intended to do othor- 
ise than fight to the last. They showed 
10 signals of surrender, eyen when their 
-hips commenced to sink and the great 
clouds of smoke pouring from their sides 
-hosyed that they wore on fire. But they 
turned their heads toward the shore less 
than a mile away, and ran them on the 
heach and rocks, whore their destruction 
was soon completed. ‘The officers and 
men on board then escaped to the shore, 
us well as they could, with the assistance 
of boats sent from the American men-of- 
War, and then threw themselves upon the 
mercy of thoir captors, who extended to 
them tho. gracious hand of American 
chivalry. One or another of the Spanish 
rhips becamo the yictim: of the awful rain 
of sholls which the American battleships, 
erulsors and gunboats poured upon them, 
and two hours after tho first of the fleet 
had started out of Santiago harbor three 
crulsers and two torpodo boat destroyers 
wore lying on the shore, 10 to 15 milas 
west of Morro Castle, pounding to pieces, 
smoke and flame pouring from every part 
of them and covering the entire coast 
with a mist which could be seon for miles. 

Cervera Escaped to Shore. 


Admiral Cervera escaped to the shore 
in # boat sont by thw Gloucester to the 
“assistance of the Infanta Maria Teresa, 
and a8 soon as he touched the beach he 
surrendered himself and bis command to 
Lieut. Morton, and asked to be tukon on 
hoard the Gloucester, which was tho only 
Amorioan yossel near him at the time, 
with soveral of his officers, inoluding the 
chptain of the flagship. The Spanish Ad- 
uilral, who was also wounded in thearm, 
was taken to the Gloucester, and was 
rocelyed at her gangway by hor com-

GUILLEMAIN MURDER TRIAL.

The line knocked him off the 
cliff into the water. He swam about 100 
yards, when the undertow caught bim and 
he disappeared. We hunted all day 
for him without success. Of course, 
working with lines so high in the 
air we hed to join forces and also 
splice all our ropes together, which meant 
to pull all the boats which had contributed 
rope. This would mean a good many 
linings,as the first canyon was § of a mile 
long and the second about a mile. They 
are about 15 miles apart, but canyons were 
not our worst enemies, The rapids is 
where we had to fght our hardest and 
this river is full of them. TI believe we 
ran te eas of six or eight in the 
trips and in the forepart of the journey we 
often took slews to avoid ice cakes aud on 
one occasion, after traveling for two days 
on one of them we had to fortage boat, 
outfit and all over the snow until we 
reached the main river again. 


To relate all my experiences on this 
river would fill a book, so I will now tell 
you about Glenora and the prospects of 
getting through, Glenora has flow a 
population of 2,000. The town is situated 
ona little strip of bottom land between 
two mountain ranges, one on each side of 
the river. A few log houses is all the indi- 
cations of former settlement. The town 
presents quite a military appearance, with 
a few mounted police and a regiment of 
soldiers from the fort at Winnipeg, also a 
group of trained nurses, their destination 
being Ft. Selkirk. The sokliers are being 
drilled to carry packs, in fact they load 
them down with 75 lbs. and chase them a 
few miles for practice every day. They 
all seem to be vety poor packers, as they 
walk like cork-screws, with thoir features 
all twisted out of shape. I decided to yo 
to work on the waggon road $40 per month 
and board as soon as 1 rested up, packing 
being 40 cents per lb. to Teslin Lake, but 
all werk on the road has ccused and Me- 
Kenzie & Mann are shipping their outtits 
back to Vancouver, ‘Lhe miners here 
are indigaant at the usage they are getting 
and are not able to proceed either way. 
The first sixty miles of the trail is moun- 
tains and not through a level country as 
reported, besides the Swamps which make 
the trail almost impassable at this season 
of the year. 

We arrived as soon as most of the people 
caught on the ice, : who waited for the

The first business at the meeting of the 
Presbytery was the election of a Moderator.

by the army, which had succeeded in 
reaching the yory gates of Santiago aftor 
enormous loss in killed and wounded tn 
the fighting of the past two days, 

It was about 9 o'clock this morning 
whon tho flagship Infanta Marla Terosa 
passed under the wall of Morro Castle and 
stole out to sea, She was followed by the 
Cristobal Colon, Viscaya and Oquendo 
and last by the torpedo boat destroyers 
Pluton and Furor. The lookout on the 
Amorioan vossola, which were lying five 
or ten miles off the entrance to the har: 
bor, sighted thom immediately. 

The Gloucester, a fast littlo yacht, that 
cannot boast of any heayier battery than 
sevoral six poundera and three-;pounders, 
was lying off Aguadores, three milos east 
of Morro, whon the Spaniards;came out. 
At first she joined In the attack upon a 
lurge veasol and held them off. Captain 
Wainwright concluded to resorve hie 
efforts for the two torpedo boat destroyers 
to the rear, 

ho Gloucester steamed after them 
whon they appeared, and chased them to 
a point five miles west of Morro, pouring 
shot after shot into them all the time. 
Her efforts bore abundant fruit, for to 
hor belongs the credit for the destruction 
of both the destroyers. She fired 1,400 
shots during the chase, and it was not 
long before both destroyers were on fire 
and plainly disabled. The Gloucester then 
sent a boat to the assistance of the crews 
of the destroyers. It did not take the 
flames which had broken out on the 
Furor long to reach her magazines and 
there were two terrific explosions. Her 
stern sank immediately and she went to 
the bott6m in perpetual oblivion, giving 
out a hissing, scalding sound as @ dis: 
appeared below the surface. 

Meantime the Brooklyn and the five 
battleships were keeping up an incessant 
fire upon the Infanta Maria Teresa, Viz- 
caya and the Almirante Oquendo, and 
tho latter were returning it bravely, 
though with no success. The flagship and 
the Oquendo were the first to show sig:

power to discredit it, He held that no 
law was enforced absolutely. It was no 
argument against the passage of a law to 
be told- that it womld not be fully en- 
forced, Kyon the decalogue was not fully 
enforced. 

As to the argument that a prohibitory 
law was tyrannical and arbitrary and in- 
terfered with the rights of citizens, he 
held that all laws wore more or less arbi- 
trary. ‘‘Indiyiv'.) rights and privileges 
all merge in the -tato. This traffie must 
go on or stop,’’ said the speaker. If it 
wont on the same state of affairs as at 
présent would continue.

no official information has been givyon out 
concerning the attempted crime, and tho 
press of tho Spanish oapital were kopt in 
ignorance of lb, 16 Is believed, however, 
that the bomb was placed by adhorents 
of Don Carlos, who wished to expedite 
his acoossion to the throne by the dostruc 
tion olther of tho boy King, Alfonso, or 
his mothor, the Queen Regont. Hints were 
dropped of an anarchistio plot, but the 
Carlist theory is given moro credenco 
That thelr plan was frustrated was due 
more to fortunate clroumstances than to 
any neglect on thoir part to do everything 
to Insure its success, Had the bomb ex 
ploded it would undoubtedly baye wreck- 
ed the groater portion of the palace, kill 
ing a number of people, and, in the ex- 
olted stato of the inhabitants of tho olty, 
might even have had more serious results. 


Will Santiago Surrender. 

Washington, July 7.—From informa- 
tion which reached the State Department 
lute last evoning through foreign consuls, 
it was gathored that there is evory indioa- 
tion that Santiago will surronder with- 
out being bombarded, if a little addition- 
al time is granted to complete negotia- 
tions, The Navy and War Departmonts 
haye also been made aware of certain 
propositions on this matter that have 
been submitted to the Government, ‘The 
officials, however, refused, for the pres- 
ont, to give out anything for publication. 


Attack on Santiago. 

Madrid, July 7.—The Government has 
received a cable despatch from Kingston, 
by way of Halifax, stating that the land 
attack on Santiago was resumed Tuesday. 
Tho garrison, assisted by the reinforce- 
ments brought by Col. Hscario, were re- 
sisting gallantly. In an interylew yester- 
day General Weyler said that the situa- 
tion was sorious, but not desperate, if an 
energetic polloy, in harmony with the 
national and military aspirations, was 
adopted. The Government has decided to 
make another attempt to land provisions 
and war stores in Cuba and Porto Rico, 
omploying fast steamers for the purpose. 


A Combinéd Attack Probable.

But when [ seo & woman of unblush- 
ing boldness, loud yoloed, with a tongue 
of infinite olitter clatter, with arrogant 
look, passing through the streets with 
the step of a walking beam, gayly array- 
ed in a yory hurricane of millinery, I ory 
oud, ‘‘ Vashti bas lost her voil.'’

When I see a woman of comely features 
and of adroltness of intellect and endowed 
with all that the schools can do for her 
and of high soolal position, *yet moving 
in soolety with suporciliousness and hau- 
teur, a though she would have people 
know their place and with an undefined 
combination of gigale and strut and rho- 
domontade, endowed with allopathio in- 
finitesimals of sonse, the terror of dry 
goods clerks and railroad condugtors, dis- 
coycrors of significant meanings in plain 
conversation, prodigies of badinage and 
innuendo, I say, ‘‘Vashti has lost her 
yell." 

Again, I want you this morning to 
consider Vashti the sacrifice. Who is this 
thut I see coming out ef that palace gate 
of Shushan? It seems to me that I have 
seon hor before. She comes homeless, 
houseless, friendless, trudging along with 
a broken heart. Who is she? It is Vashti 
the sacrifice, Oh, what a change it was 
from regal position to a wayfarer's crust! 
A little while ago approved and sought 
for. Now, none so poor as to acknowledge 
her acquaintanceship. Vashti the sacrifice. 

Ah, you and I have seen {tf many a 
time! Here is a home empalaced with 
beauty. All that refinement and books 
and wealth can do for that home has 
been done; but Ahasuerus, the husband 
and the father, is taking hold on paths 
of sin. He is gradually going down. After 
awhilo he will flounder and struggle like 
a wild beast in the hunter's net—farther 
away from God, farther away from the 
right. Soon the bright apparel of the 
children will turn to rags; soon the 
household song will become the sobbing 
ofa broken heart. The old story over 
again. Brutal centaurs breaking up the 
inarriage feast of Lapithae. Tho house 
full of outrage and cruelty and abomina- 
tlon, while trudging forth from the palace 
gato are Vashti and her children. There 
are homes in all parts of this land that 
aro in danger of such breaking up. Oh, 
Ahasuerus, that you should stand in a 
home by a dissipated life destroying the 
peace and comfort of that home! God for- 
bid that your children should ever haye 
to wring thoir hands and have people 
point their finger at them as thoy pass 
down tho street and say, ‘‘Thore goes a 
drunkard's child!’’ Goa forbid that the 
little feet should ever have to trudge the 
path of poverty and wrotchedness! God 
forbid that any evil spirit born of the 
wine oup or the brandy glass should come 
forth and uproot that garden, and with a 
lasting, blistering, all consuming course 
shut foreyer the palace gate against 
Vashti aud the children, ~

We stand amid the palaces of Shushan, 
The pinnacles are aflamo with the morn- 
ing light.

Each aroh 1s a mighty 
leaf of architectural achleyomont, Golden 
stars shining down on glowing arabosquo. 
Hangings of embroidered work in which 
minglo the blueness of the sky, the green- 
ness of the grass and the whitenoss of the 
son foam, Tapestries hung on silvor rings, 
wedding together tho pillars of marble, 
Pavilions reaching ont In every direction, 
These for ropose, fillod with luxuriant 
couches, io which woary Iimbs sink until 
all fatigue is submerged. ‘Those for carou- 
sal where kings drink down a kingdom 
at ono swallow. Amazing spectacle! Light 
of silver dripping down over atairs of lyory 
on shields of gold. Floors of stained mar- 
bie, sunsot red and night black and iIn- 
laid with gleaming poarl. In connection 

with this palace there is a garden where 
the mighty men of forelgn lands are sent- 
ed at a banquet. Under the spread of oak 
and linden and acacia the tables are ar- 
ranged, ‘Tho breath of honeysuckle and 
frankincense fills the alr, Fountains leap 
up into the light, the spray struck through 
with rainbows falling into orystalins 
baptism upon flowering shrubs, then roll- 
ing down through channels of marbleana 
widening ont hore and there into pools, 
swirling with the finny tribes of foreign 
agitariums, bordered with scarlet ane- 
mones, hyperloums and many colored 
ranunoull, « 

Moats of rarest bird and beast smoking 
up amid wreaths of aromatics. The vases 
filled with apricots and almonds. The 
baskets piled up with apricots and figs 
and oranges and pomegranates. Melons 
tastefully twined with leaves of acacia. 
The bright waters of Eulacus filling the 
urns and dropping outside the rim in 
flashing beads amid tho tracerles. Wine 
from the royal yats of Ispahan and 
Shiraz, in bottles of tinged sholl, and lly 
ehapod cups of silyer and flagons and tank- 
ards of solid gold. The music rises higher 
and tho revelry breaks out into wilder 
transport, and the wine has flushed the 
cheek and touched the brain, and louder 
than all other yoices are the hiccough of 
the inebriates, the gabble of fools and the 
song of the drunkards. 

In another part of tho palace Queen 
Vashti is entertaining the Princess of 
Porsia at a banquet. Drunken Ahasuerus 
fitys to his seryants, ‘‘You go and fetch 
Vashti from that banquet with the wo- 
men and bring her to this banquet with 
tbe men and let me display her beauty.’’ 
Thd servants immediately start to obey 
the king’s command, but there was arule 
in orlontal soclety that no woman might 
appear in publio without haying her faco 
yeilod, Yot here was a mandate that no 
ono dare dispute, demanding that Vashti 
come in unyelled before the multitude, 
Howoyer, there was in Vashti's soul a 
principle more regal than Ahnsuorus, 
more brilliant than the gold of Shushan, 
of more wealth than tho rvalm of Persia, 
which commanded her to disobey this 
order of the king, and so all the righto- 
ousness and holiness and modesty of her 
nature rise up into one sublime refusal. 
Sho says, ‘‘I will not go into the banquot 
unvelled.’’ Abasuerus was infuriato, and 
Vashti, robbed of hor position and her 
estate, Is driven forth in poverty and 
ruin to suffor the scorn of a naticn, and 
yet to recoiye the applanse of after gonor 
ations, who shall rise up to admire this 
martyr to kingly insolence, Woll, the last 
vestige of that feast is gone, tho last gar- 
lund has faded, the last arch has fallen, 
the lust tankard has been destroyed, and 
Shushan js a ruin, but as long as‘the 
world stands there will be multitudes 
of men and women familiar with the 
Bible who will odme into this picture 
gallery of God and admire the divine 
Portrait of Vashti the queen, Vashti the 
veilod, Vashti the sacrifice, Vashti the 
silent. 

In tho first place, I want you to look 
upon Vashtl the queen. A_ blue ribbon, 
rayod with white, drawn around her fore- 
huad, indicated her queonly position. It 
Was no amall honor to be queen in such 
a realm 48 that. Hark to tho rustle of her 
robos! See the blaze of hor jewols, and 
yet it Is not necessary to hayo place and 
regal robo in order to be queonly.

Free Transportation to Be Provided for 
Canada’s Exhibits HKvictions on 
Anticost!

Ottawa, July 8.—The Department of

At One a Boy Was Drowned—At the 
Other a Girl Dies Suddenly. 

Thore was no singing or laughter on 
board tho steamor Greyhound as sho glid- 
ed into the dock from Oakyille last night 
although hor decks were crowded with 
brightly drossed childron, The picnickers 
wore tho Sunday school childron of Col- 
lege Streot Presbyterian Church, and, as 
they disembarked, they opened thoir ranks 
to give passage to a bier, bearing one of 
their number.

The words were scarcely out of her 
mouth before she fainted, and she neyer 
regained consciousness, passing away in 
a tow minutes. 

Drowned at the Island. 

Another drowning fatality ocourred 
last evening. It was at Island Park, and 
Arthur Gough, the 15-year-old son of Mr 
Alfred Gough of 101 Cottingham street, 
was the victim. The boy, with four other 
children of the family, had accompanied 
the school picnic of Christ Church, Deer 
Park, to this resort yesterday, and after 
tea, with another boy named Henry Sef- 
ton, had gono in to bathe, After a very 
short whilo in the water, Gougch sudden:

On the back of tho Inyoloo for the Brit- 
ish goods a strong certificate will have to 
bo mado by one of the pripolpals of the 
firin of oxporters that tho goods ore en 
titled to the preferonce as boing of Brit 
ish or colonial origin, or, that boing of 
forolgn origin, thoy have been furchor 
manufactured in the United Kingdom to 
the extent of such percentage as may bo 
required by Canadian law. Tho proefer- 
enoe being given to British Jabor, it will 
be sufficient to enable goods coming from 
the United Kingdom seouring the prefer- 
ence If a considerable percentage of the 
total Iabor of any articlo is British, al- 
though the major portion may be foreign. 
Whothor that percentago Is to be 25 or 50 
is for Council to determine, but it Is 
thought by somo that If the percentage of 
labor equalled the amount of the prefor 
ence it would meet tho caso, For the 
present month the preferonce of course 
extends to all the countries which have 
been recelying it for the last numter of 
months, but on August Ist, by special 
Act of last session, the preference is con- 
fined to British goods from August Ist, 

Appointment of Judges Gnretted, 
* The official appointment of P. A. Cho- 
qnotte, M.P., as a Judge of the Superior 
Court of Quebeo, and of A. Dorion of the 
Circult Court of Montreal, was gazettod 
yesterday. 

To Pay $2,860 for the Use of 8500, 

A caso of opprossive usury has‘come to 
light in Ottawa East, which is about as 
bad as could well bo imagined in these 
days of protective laws and advanced 
olvilization. The man finding it necessary 
to got $500 in cash, applied to a loan 
socloty and was accommodated, An ex- 
amination of tho agreement shows that 
he had to give a mortgage of $1,100 for 
the money at 16 percent. The mortgage 
is to be Hquidated by 1906. and the intor- 
est has to be paid monthly. Should he 
miss a payment 4 fine of fifty cents a 
month is imposed. Analysis of the agroee- 
ment shows that the man pays for the 
$500 the sum of $1,100, with interest at 
16 per cont. for ten years, $1,760, or al- 
together $2,860. 

Writ to Bo Issued for Damuges, 

A writ was issued yesterday in the 
High Court of Justice by Mr. A. EK. Fripn, 
claiming $10,000 damages from tho Ot- 
tawa Electric Railway for the death of 
Albert Monette, who was killed abont two 
months ago while riding his bicycle on 
the devil strip on Sussex street, opposite 
Mayor Bingham’s house.

Port Antonjo and Kingaton, July 
Lieut. Adolphus Kontreros, tho exocu- 
tive officer of the Spanish orulsor Cris 
tobal Colon, has written to Spain an 
ollicoijal acoount of the movemontsa of 
Admiral Cervora’s squadron in the fight. 
Tho translation of his letter Is as follows: 

About 9 o'clock tho aquadron got 
under way. Tho ships wore one cablo's 
distance from oach other. At 0.80 a.m, 
the Infants Maria Toresa cleared the 
ontranuce to the harbor, without receiving 
any fire until she had passed the Morro. 

The Vizcaya felt the fire when at the 





head of the entrance, as woll as the 
Cristobal Colon, and it is certain that 
the Almirante Oquendo opened fire 


within the channel, 

When olear of the entrance the Cristobal 
Colon went ahead at her maximum 
speed. ‘he Infanta Maria Teresa at 9,80, 
when hardly olear of the entrance, was 
seen to be on fire in her after part, and a 
few moments aftorwards, was headed for 
the beach. 

A quarter of an hour later the Almir- 
ante Oquendo was soon to be on fire, and 
she, too, was headed for the beach at 
tho samo point. 

The Vizcaya and. the Oristobal Colon 
continued to fight. Tho former about 11 
o'olook, seeing herself overhauled by the 
Brooklyn, manoeuvred as if to ram, and, 
at that moment must 
have received tho projectile that started 
tho fire on her, the same as on the other 
two ships, and she was seen to head for 
the beach, in order to strand horself. 

The Cristobal Colon alone remained, 
sustaining tho fire of the Brooklyn, the 
only ehip within range, But a few 
moments later she obseryod the Oregon 
closing up and later the same with the 
other ships. 

The projectiles of the Oregon began 
reaching us at 1 o’clook and _ that, 
together with the fact that it was not 
possible to fight with the after guns, on 
account of tho Colon’s lack of large 
calibro pieces and tho certainty of being 
overhauled by the whole American 
squadron in a few hours, left no other 
remedy than to run ashore in order to 
avoid useless sacrifice of life, 

The Admiral made no signals while at 
sea, instructions for forcing the blockade 
having been given the captains ata meet: 
ing which took place on the morning of 
the proyious day. 


SPANISH PRISONERS, 


Including Admiral Cervera, 
rived at Portsmouth, 
A Number Sick. 


Portsmouth, N. H., July 11.—The 
auxiliary ornuiser St. Louis, with more 
than 800 Spanish prisonors, arrived in 
Portsmouth harbor at 8,80 o'clook Sun: 
day morning, The big liner left Guantan- 
amo at 6 p.m. Tuesday, July 5, and did 
not wake a stop until she dropped anchor 
in Portsmouth harbor. Including the 
prisoners, there wore 1,088 people on the 
boat, and of this number there were 91 
sick and wounded Spaniards under the 
care of surgeons, Admiral Ocrvera ig 
confined to his cabin, having been quite 
ill for the past three days, although he 
was able to be dressed yesterday morn- 
ing. Capt. Eulate of the Vizcaya is also 
quity ill from his wound in the head. 

Health Officer Towle went on board 
and visited the sick, finding that mos 
of the sickness was due to wound 
recelyed in the battle, He says there i¢ 
no evidence of yellow fever or contagious 
disease. 

Officers All Paroled But One. 


All of tho Spanish commissioned 
officers haye been on parole and had the 
freedom of the ship with one exception, 
and he was the Goyernor of Santiago de 
Cuba, who was trying to escape from 
the oity on Admiral Cervera’s flagship 
when she was destroyed on that memor- 
able morning of July 8. He refused to 
sign the parole papers and was conse- 
quently confined in one of the cabins 
under guard. Tho romainder of the 
prisoners wore confined between decks 
and closely guarded.

He shook hands 
with the health officer, and in good Eng- 
lish said he was situated yery pleasantly 
on the boat and had received nothing 
but the kindest and most considorate 
treatment from both oflicers and men 
ever since he had been takon prisoner.

TORAL'S OFFER TO SURRENDER, 





Would Give Up if He Could March His 
Troops Out-Shafter Declined. 


On board the Associated Press boat 
July 9, 
7 p.m., via Port Antonio, Sunday, July 
10, 9 a.m., and Kingston, Jamaica, 10.40 
o.m.—The surrender of Santiago was 
formally offered by the Spanish com- 
mander, Genoral Toral, to-day, but the 
conditions attached caused a prompt 
refusal of the offer by Gen. Shafter. 

Shortly before noon today, when a 
little group of Spanish officers, under a 
flag of truce, came out from under the 
wall of the beseiged olty and 
slowly made thelr way towards the 
American lines, a detail was sent to 
mecot them and they were escorted to 
while the letter 
from Gen, Toral was carried to Gen. 
Shafter’s tont, two miles from the front. 
The letter was couched in tho cold, 
courteous tesms characteristic of Spanish 
communications, and was very brief. 

It bore the signature of Gen. Toral, 
who commands at Santiago since Gen. 
Linares was wounded, and stated that he 
was preparcd to surrender the oity, 
provided his army be permitted to capitu- 
late ‘‘with honor.’’ This, he oxplained, 
moant that the Spanish forces should be 
unmolested and go in any direction they 
Wished with arms and flying colors. The 
letter concluded with the bold statement 
that surrender under any other terms 
was an impossibility and would not be 
considered, 

General Shafter immediately cabled the 
facts to Washington and sent to Gen. 
Toral a refusal of his proposal, but added 
that he would communicate with his 
Goyernment and would extend the 
informal armistice until Sunday. at noon, 

More U. 8S. Troops Arrive. 

The second fleet of transports arrived 
off Juragua this morning bearing 2,500 
troops, including a large dotachment of 
artillery.

Fast Trains in Britain. 


With regard to fastest timings between 
station, the Caledonian, according to the 
Engineer, is still easily first. During the 
last month or two the 8 p.m. express from 
Aberdeen has been accelerated to make 
the run from Forfar to Perth, 32 miles 40 
chains, in thirty-three minutes, start to 
stop, or at the rate of 59,1 miles an hour. 
This is, of course, by far the fastest timing 
now in existence. ‘The Northern Railway 
of France comes next to it with Paris- 
Amiens, 81} miles in eighty-five minutes, 
equal to 57.7 miles an hour. But the 
Caledonian again comes in ahead of all 
British lines now and takes third, fourth 
and fifth places with Stirling-Perth, 33 
miles 2 chains in thirty-five minutes, equal 
to 58.5 miles an hour ; Perth-Aberdeen 894 
miles in 97 minutes, 55.6 miles an 
hour ; and Perth-Forfar in thirty-five min- 
utes, equal to 55.6 miles an hour. After 
chese come the Great Northern, Peterboro’ 
to Finsbury Park, 737 miles, in eighty 
minutes, equal to 55,3 miles an hour, wit 
a shorter run at the same speed ; and the 
Great Central, Grantham-Retford, 33 miles 
in thirty-six minutes, equal to 55 miles an 
hour.

A communication was read from the 
Waterworks Company offering to supply 
for the next ten years, the same amount of 
water as at present supplied, at $6,000 per 
annum, payable half-yearly, This was 
equal to $3,650 for 165 hydrants. The 
Company to supply free water to the 
schools and to the City Buildings, 1000 gal- 
lons per day to the Hospital and water for 
Such streets as are at present watered. 


S. G. Retallack wrote stating that he was 
getting out a booklet on Belleville and 
offering space in same to the Council at the 
rate of $5 per page. 

The Council went ivto Committee of the 
Whole on Reports, Ald. Falkiner in the 
chair. The Kxecutive recommended that 
in regard to the request of the West Has- 
tings Fair Association, the Council re«pect- 
fully decline to intervend.” The clause 
passed. The clause recommending that 
the Waterworks matter be left to arb.tra- 
tion, gave rise toalong discussion. Ald. 
Bogart gave an account of the negotations 
with the Waterworks Company up to 
Friday night last, when the directors them- 
selves declared that the only way to reach 
4 satisfactory settlement was to leave the 
matter to arbitration, ‘lwo courses were 
open to the city, to yo ahead with the 
arbitration and when the result was known 
to submit the by-law to the people or to 
submit a by-law to the people first to 
ascertain their feeling in regard to the 
purchase, and then to go ahead with the 
arbitration. He recommended the formor 

course, as then the .people would know 
exactly what the works would cost them. 
In reply to a question by Ald. Starling, he 
said that an offer of $165,000 had been 
distinctly made to the company and they 
had declined, so that the cost of arbitration 
would probably fall upon the company. 
The City Solicitor hai informed him that 
the best way in which to relieve the city 
of the onus would be for the Mayor to 
write making an offer of $165,000 to the 
company. ‘The Mayor gave figures show- 
ing the results of arbitration in cities about 
the same size as Belleville, in Ontario and 
Quebec. In Brockville the Watorworks 
Company asked $200,000 from the town, the 
arbitrators awarded them $138,000; in 
Cornwall $112,000 was, asked and only 
$36,509 swarded, and in Sherbrooke 
$186,000 was asked and only $116,- 
030 awarded, Barrie is at present arbitrat- 
ing and the result is not known. His Wor- 
ship fully believed that the profits the city 
would receive from the waterworks would 
wipe out the $6,000 per year wo are asked 
to pay. The Company had distinctly do- 
clined the offer of $165,000 and the only 
alternative was to arbitrate. Ald, Doyle 
concurred in eyery way with the preced- 
ing speakers. Ald, Starling took issue with 
the preceding speakers. He believed in 
submitting the by-law first, for if arbitra- 
tion was proceeded with and the by-law 
afterwardsdefeated the city would be out the 
costs, whereas if a by-law were now submit- 
ted and defeated the city would only be out 
the expenses of the vote, Ald. Hungerford 
agreed with Ald. Starling, arbitration would 
cost all the way from $5,090 to $15,000 ; 
better give the company another chance to 
moderate their demand and avoid if possi- 
ble the expense of arbitration. Ald. Grills 
spoke in the same strain. He thought the 
city should make another offer of $175,000 
rather than go to the expense of $10,000 or 
$15,000 for arbitrating. Ald. Wallace was 
strongly in fayor of arbitrating first, they 
would then know what the works would 
cost them. The Mayor thought that if they 
wont to the city before arbitrating 
thoy would have to submit another by-law 
to raise the money afterwards, Ald. Star- 
liug said they did not do so in other towns. 
The City Solictor was called in and declared 
that it was not necessary to submit the 
matter 4 second time and read the clause 
of the statutes. The Mayor said that the 
Ovuncil, who represented the people, had 
declared in favor of taking over the works 
und that the people would have a chance to 
sanction this action when the by-law to 
raise debentures would be submitted. Ald. 
Starling moved in amendmenc to the re- 
port that aclause be added to thu effect 
that by-law be submitted to the people 
before proceeding to arbitration.

NPENED FIRE ON THE CITY. 


Meagre Accounts of Sunday and 
Monday’s Bombardment. 





The Firing From the Big Ships Seems to 
Have Fallen Short of Santiago and 
Did But. Little Damage—Before a 
Lind Attack Was Begun a Flag of 

Was Sont. Out 

Melonguered City. 


Off Santiago do Gnba, yia Playa del 
Esto, July 11.—At 9.80 o'clock this 
morning aftor several rango finding shots 
over the ridge protecting Santiago from 
the sea, the U. S. cruiser Newark opened 
fire into the city with her 8 inch guns. 

The signal corps officers stationed on 
top of the ridge reported tho offect of the 
shots. 

The*'New York, Brooklyn and Indiana 
participated in the firing at intervals of 
five minutes. 

he bombardment lasted for two hours, 
when General Shafter reported that the 
shells wero mostly falling in tho bay,and 
doing but little damage, 

The last shot, however, struck a prom- 
inent church in the heart of tho oiby, 
which was heavily stored with powder 
and ammunition, causing a tremendous 
explosion. The extent of the damage is 
not yet known, 

When the warships ceased firing and 
before General Shafter had bogtn a land 
attavk, a flag of truco was seen coming 
from the city. The object of this was not 
known at noon to-day, when the corres- 
pondent of the Associated Pross left tho 
front. 

At 2 o'clock this afternoon the United 
States auxillary cruiser Yale, with Gen- 
eral Nelson A, Miles, and the United 
States protected cruiser Columbia, ar- 
rived. 

Rear-Admiral Sampson visited General 
Miles immediately on -his- arrival, and 
then the Yale went to Siboney, General 
Miles and his personal staff landing ina 
pouring rain.

On board the Associated Pross despatch 
boat Dandy, off Aguadores, Province of 
Santingo de Cuba, July 10, via Port An- 
tonio, Jamaica, July 11.—The Brooklyn, 
Texas and Indiana, under Commodore 
Schley, beagan the bombardment of the 
City of Santiago de Cuba at 5.15 this

guns, having a longer rango, Tho shots 
were fired, apparently, with great delib- 
eration and at intervals of two minutes. 
The signals from the shore announced 
that the sholls fall a thousand feet short 
and # little to the lett of the Spanish 
position, At dusk the squadron coased 
firing ontirely and Commodore Schley 
sent a launch to the shore to ask Goneral

Conditions Demanded for Peace, 

Madrid, July 11.—10 p.m.—It is as- 
gortod that the United States makes tne 
following demands as conditions of peace: 

First—The possession of Cuba and 
Porto Rico, with a port in the Canartos. 

Sccond—An indemnity of £48,000,000 
(about $240,000,000.) 

Third—The retention of the Philip- 
pines as a guarantee of the payment of 
the indemnity. 

These terms are regarded as impossible. 

Spain Must Sue for Peace. 

Now York, July 12,—A Washington 
special to the Press says: Reports from 
Madrid that the United States has pro- 
posed ternis of peace to Spain were pro- 
nounced in official circles here last night 
as the rankest nonsenso, The United 
States Government is conducting the war 
with all possible vigor to compel Spain. 
to suo for penco, So far the war has cost 
$360,000,000 in appropriations, with more 
to follow, evyon should hostilities cease at 
once. There will be no“peace until Spain 
asks for it, and Spain does not seem to 
haye much sonse in that direction. 


ALL USELESS BUT ONE. 


Uncle Sam's Navy Will Not Be Much 
Roinforced by the Salvage From 
Cervera's Flect. 


Off Santiago de Cuba, July 10, via 
Kingston, Jamaica, July 11, 11.80 a.m.— 
The Board of Survey appointed to exam- 
ine the wrecks of the Spanish ships and 
to onquire into the nature of thoir injur- 
ios, reports that only one ship can possib- 
ly be sdved, She is tho Infanta Maria 
Teresa, the former flagship of Admiral 
Corvera, 

The hull of the Cristobal shows she 
Was only hit six times, and then only by 
shélls of 8-inch, 5-inch and 6-pougd cali- 
bre. This vorifles the story that the com- 
muander of the Cristobal Colon surrender- 
ed because ho saw she could not get 
away from the Brooklynand Oregon, and 
to continue the battle meant sacrifice of 
life, It was found that the brass plugs of 
Hw largo guns and the bolts and looks of 
tho small arms had’. been thrown over- 
board. 

The Vizcaya-showed she had _ been rid- 
dled by the Brooklyn and Oregon. She 
Katt not been struck by’projectiles larger 
than eight inches. 

Her upper works were riddled by one 
and six-pounder shells. Nearly all of 
thess shells exploded inside the super- 
structure, and must haye driven the men 
from the guns, ‘This confirms tho story 
of Captain Bulate that the Brooklyn’s 
‘econdary battery was so terrible that the 
men deserted their guns. The Survey 
Board arriyed at the wrecks of the Al- 
mirante Oquondo and Infanta Maria 
Veresa last night, and at dark the work 
‘yas postponed. 

A singular fact noted on the four ships 
is that all the guns were trained forward, 
and the story that they were all directed 
to firs om the Brooklyn is thereby shown 
to be true, The shells of the ships ex- 
ploded, and the result was to blow up the 
decks and not completely pulverize the 
hall or turn the keel up, as was the case 
of the*battleship Maine, This is looked 
upon as being important.

Experience of a Prospector in 
British Columbia. 


(Concluded from yesterday.)

course. Wo have found bedded veins 
carrying promising appearing quartz, If 
wo were ‘wild catting” they would 
answer very well, but we are looking for a 
truer fissure vein with the metal sticking 
out in knots, as if invitingus to hang up 
our pots and stop. We will accept the 
invitation, We locate 2a4mp insome open 
glade handy to water. A cedar tree is 
stripped of its bark, a fow poles are placed 
on the ground and on these. the bark is 
placed. Upon the bark is spread tho 
boughs of tamarac or cedar to the depth of 
afew inches. ‘Then the rubber blanket 
and an Indian blanket, tiat is our bei. It 
was a little hard at first, but after a hard 
days’ climb up 4 mountain, through dense 
undergrowth and over fallen timber, it is as 
welcome to the prospector and he feels as 
great » pleasure in the relaxation it affords 
as the pampered favorite of fortune ever 
got from a hair mattress and the eider 
down cover. When the ground about the 
camp has been covered, we move in; and 
so it goes to the end of the chapter. Wo 
hunt in couples always within hail of each 
other, so that we may consult over a find. 
Wach carries a canyas bag in which samples 
are dropped and after the evening meal 
these are examined about the camp fire and 
the plans for the next day discussed, 
About 9 p.m. we tuia in for the night, 
where we spend a short time smoking, 
then the candle is extinguished and soon 
the weird undertone of the stream nesr 
camp lulls us to sound refreshing slumber, 


Before I close I must give you my deer 
hunting experience. A free miner's 
license here carries with it the right to kill 
apy game at any season of the year. Fried 
meat is a great luxury in camp. Near our 
last camp down the river was « deer lick, 
also a bank of fine clay which had not a 
particle of grit in it, All along the faco of 
the clay bank were marks of deer teeth 
where they had eatenthesoil and the ground 
was covered with tracks. One afternoon 
we came in from the mountains earlier 


than usual and I decided to spend the 
aight in hiding near the lick and see what’ 


luck I would haye in the morniog. There 
was a jamb of drift in the centre of the 
stream and as it gave me full view of the 
trajl leading to the lick as well as the face 
of the clay bank, I carricd cedar boughs, 
made a covert and about dark took up my 
quarters, I was awake at 3:30 and kept 
lookout until 6:30, but saw no game. 
concluded I might as well retura to camp. 
The front of my covert was open, bul a log 
made it necessary to back out. Tor 
convenience I leaned my Marlin on a log, 
took a final survey of the ground to see 
that no game was in sight and backed out. 
As [rose to my feet, the first thing that 
my eyes rested upon was a fine deer'stand- 
ing in the open where the trail came down 
to the water. We were uot more than 75 
yards apart and stood regarding each other 
for some time, while I was slowly sinking 
to my knees to reach for my rifle, at the 
same time mentally commenting upon the 
person who separates himself from his gun 
while watching a deer lick. When I dis- 
appeared behind the cover the deer was 
still standing, but by the time I got the 
gun it had disappeared—gone as I was 
getting tothe gun, the samo as it had 
appeared, while I was getting out of the 
covert. It was not until I had expres 1 
myself in general terms that I noticed 
that, through it all, there had been no 
symptoms of that awful malady ** buck 
fever.’ ‘That was at least something to be 
gratified for, and was a consolation in a 
measure, to the wounded feelings thet the 
incident gave rise- to. ‘lhere are no 
evidences of deer where we are now, but a 
bear trap now and then, left by some 
trapper, suggests that some day our hearts’ 
desire will be gravified when we shall moet 
bruin.

ORDERED OUT OF CANADA 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier Told Senor Du 
Bose and Carranza to Go. 


The Spaniards Accused by the Premier, 
Their of Having 
Organized a Spy System, and Hence 
They Were Not to Stand Upon the 
Order of Their Going in Leaving the 
Dominion—Tho Correspondence. 


Montreal, July 13.—Senor Du Bose, 
late secrotary to the Spanish legation at 
Washington, and Lieut. Carranza, mili- 
tary attacho, left Montreal last night by 
the Dominion steamer Ottoman, at the 
urgent and repeated request of the Dom- 
inion Government. This request was 
conveyed through Mr. H. ©, St. Pierro, 
Q.C., who was counsel for Messrs. Du 
Bose and Carranza in the litigation fol- 
lowing upon the arrest of Detective Kel- 
lert on a charge of stealing a letter from 
Livut. Carranza’s rooms. On June 9th, 
Mr. St. Pierre recelyed from the solici- 
tor-goneral an urgent summons to Ot- 
tawa, and he went up by tho first train 
the following day as requested. In an 
interview with tthe members of the Goy- 
ernment he was informed that tho Uni- 
ted States objected to the presenco of his 
clients in Canada, and the Dominion 
Government wished, with as little fuss 
und trouble as was possible, to induco 
them to leaye. Mr. St. Pierre replied that 
nothing could be dome so long as the 
money of his olionts in the Bank of 
Montreal was held under the capias 
issued at the instance of Detective Kel- 
lert, but that whon their money was re- 
leased he would see what they had to say 
about going. He returned to Montreal 
and consulted his clients. How Senor Du 
Bose feit about tho matter will be gath-

Mr, Oarranza has given me 
his word of honor that the only letter 
stolen Thus rai rrom nim 15 a private one, 
addressed to Mr. Gomez Inez, u relauon 
of his employed 'n the Navy Department 
of Madrid. This statement of Mr, Cav- 
ranza Is corroborated by the alleged trans- 
lation of the letter, which I haye seen pub- 
lished in the newhpapers. 

Further en in his communication, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier permits himself to assert 
that “from evidence In our hands Senor 
Du Bose Is an accomplice in the estab- 
lishment of the spy service which was or- 
ganized by Senor Oarranza.”’ This Is @ 
Krave accusation, wud cue which should not 
be Iightly made by a responsible statesman. 
It will be Incumbent upon Sir Wilfrid’ to 
prove the correctness of his written ac: 
cusallon upon a future occasion. 

As regards the statement contained in 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler’s letter that ‘the ac 
tlon of Senor Carranza Is a violation of 
the laws of the land,” I can only say that 
Sir Wilftld Laurier ts equally mistaken 'n 
his law and his facts. 

The only spy organization of which I 
have cognizance is that with which the 
Government of the United States has sur- 
rounded and dogged? me since I have been 
in Canada. Of this, there Is ample proof, 
which I shall be delighted to submit to 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler whenever he may s0 
desire, 

Within my own comparatively short of- 
ficlal career ,thére have been three separ- 
ate occasions upon which the Government 
of the United States has utilized private 
letters as the base of diplomatic .repre- 
sentatlons. 

In 1888S the publication of a private letter 
fraudulently obtained from the present 
Lord Sackville, then Her Majesty's Minis- 
fer at Washington, cuused the retirement 
from his post of that distingulshed diplo- 
mat. 

Another private letter stolen from the post 
and published In the United States was of- 
ficlally used by the State Department at 
Wasbington to compel the retirement of 
the Inte Spanish Minister De Lome. Finally 
the present alleged and stolen letter, writ- 
ten by a friend of mine, Is employed as a 
menus of causing my expulsion from Oana- 
dian soll. 

What confidence or credence can be placed 
jn the representations of a Government 
where diplomacy Is based upon the utiliza- 
tion of criminal acts, I leave to the consld- 
eration of Slr Whifrid Laurier and the 
Canadian Government, 

Belleve me, Dear Mr. St. Plerre, very sin- 
cerely yours, (S'!gned) Juan du Bose. 


Some delay occurred in the arriyal of 
this letter at Ottawa, and the Goyern- 
ment at once became uneasy. Telegrams 
passed to and fro, Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
enquired anxiously ‘‘Have party left?"’ 
Tho party had not left. Senor Du Bose 
on July 2nd oxpressed his intention to 
‘eave by the next steamer ot the Domin- 
ion line, leaying July 9th. He was unable 
odo so, because he could not obtain 
‘assago on her, and Mr. Torrance wrote 
v9 the Government to the offect that 
here was not a berth vacant, As the 
Government were so insistent, however, 
‘onor Du Bose decided to sail on the 
Jominion steamer Ottoman, a large 
freight vessel which has yery little pass- 
enger accommodation, and he went on 
hoard last night. He is vory indignant at 
the treatment to which he has been sub- 
jected and says the Government will hear 
from him again, when the present troubles 
are over. Though of the Spanish type, 
Senor Du Bose speaks English fluently 
and without the slightest accent, being, 
in fact, an English public school boy and 
university man. He is a good golf player 
and has made himself yery popular dur- 
ing his short stay in tho city. On his

er, having held the high official position 
with which my Government has honored 
me, 

Without enterlug into the merits of the 
case, I may mention that no attempt even, 
beyond vague newspaper rumor, hus been 
nade to connect me with the letter stolen 
from Mr. Carranza, and whose alleged con- 
tents form apparently the basis upon which 
my expulsion from Canada is founded. 

The notorious Injustice of thia persecution 
Will be only too clear to your brilliant and 
legal Mtelligence, 

As I Thave already stated, my acquies- 
cence In these arbitrary procecdings with- 
out a present legal struggle, which could 
only result In my belog authorized to en- 
joy that British hospitality which it Is an 
inbvariable tradition to extend to all foreign- 
ers who observe the laws of the land, Is 
not to be taken as an abdication of rights 
which upon a fvture and fitting occasion 
1 shall promptly vindicate. 

Belleve me, dear Mr, St. Plerre, yours 
sincerely, Juan Du Bose. 

Mr. St. Pierre acquainted the Govern- 
mont with the position taken by Senor 
Du Bose, aud on Monday, June 27, re- 
celyed a telegram asking if his clients 
would be prepared to leaye the following 
Saturday.

Washington Thinks He Will and 
Avoid the Smash. 


Report That the Garrison May Be Re- 
turned to Spain—Better for Soldiers 
to Be Shot Down in Battle Than to 
Rot Away With Fevers, So Santiago 
Must Surrender To-Day or Fall by 
Assuult, 


Washington, July 14.—While the long- 
expocted fall of Santiago did not take * 
place yesterday, it is Gyident that the 
orisis has been reported.. Within tho next 
24 hours Santiago will, either surrender 


or receive such a baptism of fire as seldom 
falls to the lot of a besieged town. 


“Tf hoe refuses I will open on him at 12 
noon to-morrow with eyery gun I hayo 
and Will have the assistance of the navy, 
which is ready to bombard tho oity with 
13-inch shells.” 

This is the programme laid down by 
General Shafter and it 1s to bo carriod 
out to the letter. Gen. Shafter is still 
commanding according to the War De- 
partment officials, and, although des- 
patches have been received from Major- 
Genoral Miles, signed Majos-Goneral 
Commanding, it is said that he has not 
displaced Gen. Shafter in direct charge of 
the operations. The public, in one of 
these telegrams from Gon. Miles, was 
niven first notice that the Government, 
in the course of negotiations with Gen, 
Toral, had offered to send the Spanish 
forces in Santiago back to Spain. 

A few days ago it was stated that the 
President would insist upon uncondition- 
al surrendor, but it appears that condi- 
tions had been modified. This was dono 
from a desire to avoid useless bloodshed, 
for Gen. Voral’s army removed to Spain 
would be harmless to prevent further 
operations in Cuba, and would servo as 
good a purpose as would the destruction 
of tho Spanish army. To allow the Span- 
ish General to withdraw to’ the interlor 
and fall back on Havana, on tho other 
hand, would put the Americans under 
the obligation of overcoming that addi- 
tional force when it comes to the slego of 
Havana, Tho Government also is moyed 
to make this proposal to remove the 

Spanish forces to Spain through a strong 
desire to close up tho operations at Santi- 
ago at the earliest possible moment. ‘his 
desire has boen materially strongthened 
by tho appearance of yollow feyer within 
the American lines, 

Tt was at first sipposed that tho men 
wore falling ML with malaria and climatic 
foyer, £0 the cases were roported as sim- 

ply suspicious. Now, however, it js the 
final admission that they aro genuine 
cases of Yellow Jack, ‘Their appearance 
has dotormined the authorities upon a 
more active prosecution of the campaign.

OFF FOR COAST OF SPAIN. 


Sommodore Watson's Fleet to Sail This 
Week—No Bombardment of 
Havana. 


Now York, July 14.—A_ speolal to the 
Tribune from Washington says: ‘The 
actual departure of Commodore Watson's 
raiding squadron for tho coast of Spain, 
which the naval authorities expect will 
occur about the end of tho presont week, 
indicate sufficiently the complete aban- 
donment of any intontion to besioge 
Havana in the next threo or four months, 
and confirms the impression that no in- 
tended military operations will be prose- 
cuted in Cuba after the capitulation of 
Santiago. 

The remarkable diffioulties which haye 
attended the investment of Santiago and 
the resulting tedious delays havo served 
to convince the military and nayal author- 
ities that Havana cannot be attacked 
successfully with less than 100,000 men 
and thé entire nayal force in the Atlan- 
tic. ‘ho olty, ordinarily one of the best 
fortified ‘ports in tho world, has been 
made much more impregnable in the last 
two months through the ceaseless activity 
of General Blanco, who has surrounded 
lt with soyoral chains of strong entrench- 
monts and fortifications in addition to 
the new batteries he has mounted along 
the coast. Without the strong vessels at- 
tached to the raiding squadron the navy 
would be powerless ‘to render effective 
assistance to the army against Havana, 
and it is deemed impossible that land 
forces alone could secure the surrender of 
the city with less than several months 
will be out of the ques- 
inter on account of the 
atio conditions.

Boing asked what he meant by ‘‘allowed 
to yote,’’ Mr. Pope said that if the liste 
Were not grossly interfered with Hugh 
John would carry the proyinco.

imperial Losses Reported 1,500 Killed— 
May Have to Surrender. 


Canton, July 14.—Owing to the defeat 
of tho Imperial troops near Woo-Chow, 
1,000 picked braves haye been despatched 
shora, conyoyed by two gunboats. The 
Prefect of Woo-Choo reports the Imperial 
losses to be 1,500 killed, and adds that un- 
less ho js reinforced before Friday he will 
bo forced to surrender. The rebels declare 
their intention to overthrow the Manchu 
rule, and they promiso ample reward to 
each locality sup*!=ing reoruits. 

Tho rebels are iu cump two or three 
miles east of Woo-Chow ‘They expeot to 
advance to-day or to-morrow. I¢ is re- 
ported that the Frenoh Minister has in- 
formed the Government at Pekin that 
France may be obliged to intervene by 
force of arms owing to the menace to 
French commercial interests in the sou- 
thern provinces.

The Senate was characterized as effete 
and useless by the Liberals who were in 
opposition, and the Conservatives had little 
to say inits behalf. This is how matters 
stood when the Laurier Government came 
into office. But at the end of the first full 
session of the Canadian Parliament elected 
in 1895, the eo had been completely 
altered, and Liberal newspapers of standing 
and independence were admitting that at 
last the Senate was serving the purpose for 
which it was designed, and was exercisin

MILES TO THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 





He Praises Gon, Shafter und the Troops 
for Their Good Work. 


Washington, July 14.—The War Do- 
partment has receiyed the following des- 
patoh from General Miles, written ap- 
parently before the final surrender of 
Santiago at 8 o'clock: 

Playa del Este, July 14.—Secretary of 
War, Washington: Before Santiago, July 
14.—General Toral formally surrendered 
the troops of his army—troops and divi- 
sion of Santlago—on tho torms and un- 
derstanding that his troops shall be 
returned to Spain. General Shafter will 
appoint commissioners to draw up the 
conditions of arrangements for carrying 
out the terms of surrender. 

This is highly gratifying, and General 
Shafter and the officers and men of his 
command are entitled to great credit for 
their sincerity and fortitude in overcom- 
ing the almost insuperable obstacles 
which they encountered. 

A portion of the army has been infeoct- 
ed with yollow fower, and offorte will bu 
made to separate thoso who are infected 
and those free from it, and to keep thoso 
who are still on board ship separated 
from those on shore. Arrangoments will 
be immediately made for carrying out 
farther instructions of the Presijent and 
yourself. (Signed), Nelson A. Miles, 
Major-General of the Army. 


A KNOTTY PROBLEM. 


30,000 Prisoners to Be Disposed Off- The 
Commissioners Will Be Directed 
From Washington. 


Washington, July 14.—The Spanish 
forees inyolved in the capitulation at 
Supntiago will not be taken back to Spain 
in American vessels unless there is an 
oflicjal pledge for the safety of our craft 
and thoir crew.

Evidently Goneral ‘Yoral 
wished to ayold the inclusion of Holguin, 
so the line turns abruptly to the north- 
east at Palma and runs to the coast town 
of Boca del Sagua on tho coast. ‘Lhe ex- 
tremo width is about 50 miles. The forti- 
fleations of Morro Castle, Socapa, Cayo, 
Smith, and others, are included in the 
surrendered zone, 

To Transport the Spaniards. 

The plan of the War Departmont for 
returning tho surrendered army of Gen- 
oral Toral to Spain will not necossitate 
the use of American yessels. It 1s the 
purpose of the department to ask for pro- 
posais from all steamship companies which 
desire to compete for transporting the 
Spanish troops to Spain, and the most 
advantageous bid will be accepted, 

The advices of General Shafter state 
that the number of Spanish prisoners wilf 
be between 12,000 and 15,000, 


Five Deaths From Yellow Fever, 
Washington, July 15.—Reports which 
reached the War Department show there 
has been somo mortality among the yel 
low fever cases with Shafter’s army. 
This, however, has beon sligh§, as it is 
said that up to the present time but five 
cases haye resulted fatally. 


Camara Sailing Towards Watson. 

New York, July 15.—A dospatch to the

IS A TRATTOR TO GOD 


SAYS OR. TALMAGE OF THE SANE 
MAN WHO TAKES HIS LIFE. 


WOULD-BE SUICIDE ARRESTED 


By Paul's Command: “Do Thyself No 
Hurm’'~Among the Cuuses of Self- 
Slaughter He Mentions Infidelity, But 
Shows Low the Gospel Has Changed 
the Signs of Courage. 


Washington, July 10.—Rey. Dr. Tal- 
mace this morning preached from the 
words recorded in Acts xvi, 28, ‘‘Do thy- 
self no harm.’” He said: 


Here Js a would be suicide arrested in 
his deadly attempt. He was a sheriff, 
and, according to the Roman law, 4 bail- 
iff himself must suffer the punishment 
due an escaped prisoner, and if the pri- 
soner breaking jail was sentenced to be 
endungeoned for threo or four years then 
the sheriff must be endungeoned for 
three or four years, and if the prisonor 
breaking jail was to have suffered capital 
punishment then the sheriff must suffer 
capital punishmont. ‘The shoriff had re- 
ceived especial charge to keep a sharp 
lookout for Paul and Silas. The govern- 
ment had not much confidence in bolts 
and bars to keep snfo these two clorgy- 
men, about whom there seemed to be 
something strange and supernatural. 
Sure onough, by miraculous power, they 
are freo, and the sheriff, waking out of a 
sound sleep and supposing these ministers 
haye run away and knowing that they 
were to die for prpaching Christ and rea)- 
izing that he must therefore die, rather 
than go under ‘the oxecutioner’s ax on 
the morrow and suffer public disgrace 
rosolyes to precipitate his own decense. 
But before the sharp, keen, glittering 
dagger of tho sheriff could strike his heart 
one of the unloosened prisoners arrests 
the blade by the command, ‘'Do thyself 
no harm,’’ 

In olden times and whore Christianity 
had not interfered with it suicide was 
considered honorable and a sign Of cour- 
age. Domosthenos poisoned himself when 
told that Alexander's embassador had 
demanded the surrender of tho Athenian 
orators. Isocrates killed “ himself rather 
than surrender to Philip of Macedon. 
Cato, rather than submit to Julius Cae- 
far, took his own life, and threo times 
after hix wonnds had been droased toro 
them open and perished. Mithridates 
killod himself rather than submit to 
Pompey, the conqucror, Hannibal do 
stroyed his life by poison froin his ring, 
considering life unbearable. Lycurgus a 
silicide, Brutus a suicide. After the djs- 
aster of Moscow Napoleon always carried 
with hima preparation of poison, and 
one night his servant heard the ex-em- 
peror arise, put somothing in a glass and 
drink it, and soon after the groans 
aroused all the uttondants, and it was 
only throngh utmost medical skill that 

he was resuscitated. Limes have changed, 
and yot tho American conscience noods 
to be toned up on the subject of suicide. 
Have you seen a paper in tho last month 
that did not announce the passage out of 
life by one’s own bohost? Defaulters, 
Blarmed at the idea of oxposure, quit lifs 
Preojpitately, Mon losing large fortunes 
&° out of the world because they cannot 
endure earthly existence. Frustrated affeo- 
tion, domestio infelicity, dyspoptic impar 
thence, anger, remorse, onvy, jealousy, 
destitution, misanthropy, aro considered 
sufliclent eauses for absconding from this 
hifo by paris green, by laudanum, by bolla- 
donna, by Othollo's dagger, by halter, by

To show how God in the Bible looked 
upon this crime I point you to the rogues’ 
picture gallory in somv parts of the Biblo, 
the picturos of the people who have com- 
mitted this unngtural crime. Hero is tho 
headless trunk of Saul on the walls of 
Bathshan. Horo is a ntan who chased lit: 
tle Dayid—10 feot in staturo chasing 4. 
Here js a man who consulted a clairvoy- 
ant, witch of Endor. Hero is aman who, 
whipped in battle, instead of surrrender- 
ing his sword with dignity, as many a 
man has done, asks his servant to slay 
him, and when that servant declined, 
then the giant plants tho hilt.of his sword 
in the earth, the sharp point sticking up- 
ward, and he throws his body on it and 
expires—the coward, the suloide! Horo is 
Ahitophel, the Maéhinyolli of olden times, 
betraying his best friend, David, in order 
that he may becomo prime minister of 
Absalom, and joining that fellow in his 
attempt at parricide. Not getting what 
he wanted by change of politics he tukes 
4 short cut out of a disgraceful life into 
the suicide'’s eternity. There he is, tho 
ingrate! 

Hore is Abimelech, practically a sul- 
elde, He is with an army, bombarding a 
tower, when a woman in the tower takes 
a grindstone from its place and drops it 
upon his head, and with what life he 
has loft in nia cracked skull ho commands 
his armor bearor, ‘‘Draw thy sword and 
slay mo, lest mon say a woman slew me." 
Lhero is his post-mortom photograph in 
the book of Samuel. 

But the hero of this group is Judas 
Iscariot. Dr, Donno says ho was a martyr, 
and wo haye in our day apologists for 
him. And what wander, in this day when 
We have » book reyooling Aaron Burr as 
a pattern of yirtuc, and this day when wo 
Uncover & statuo of George Sand as the 
benofactross of Iiteraturo, and in this day 
whon thre are botrayals of Christ on the 
art of somo of his protended ‘apostles—a 
betrayalso black it makes tho infamy of 
Judas Iscariot whito! Yot this man by 
his own hand hung up for execration of 
all agos, Judas Iscariot. 

All the good men and women of tho 
Biblo loft te God tho decision of their 
oarthly terminus, and thoy could have 
sald with Job, who had a right to com 
mit suicide if any man over had, what 
with his dostroyod proporty and bis body 
all aflame with tusyfforable carbuncles 


and everything gono from his homo ox- 
copt the chief curse of it, a postiferous 
wife and four garrulous poople polting

Notwithstanding tho Bible is againat 
this evil and the aversion which it croatos 
by the louthsaome and ghastly xpoctacle of 
those who have hurled thomxelves out of 
life, and notwithstanding Christianity is 
againat {¢ and the arguments and the 
useful lives and the iWlustrious doatha of 
its disciples, it la a fact ilarmingly patent 
that suicide if on the increawe. What ia 
tho cause? I chargo upon Infidelisy and 
Agnosticism this whole thing. If thero be 
no hereaftor, or if that hereafter be bilaa- 
ful without reference to how wo live and 
how we die,“why not move buck the fold 
ing doora betwoon thia world and the 
noxt? And whon our existence hore be 
comes troublesome why not pasa right 
over into elysium! Put this down among 
your most solemn rofloctions, There has 
neyor boon «# of suicide whore the 
operator was not olther domented and 
therefore irresponsible or an Intidol. I 
challenge all tho uges and I challenge tho 
unlyerse hore pevor has boon a caso of 
solf destruction while in full approciation 
of hia immortality and of the fact that 
that immorality would be glorious or 
wrotched according as he accopted Jesus 
Christ or rejected lilm, 

You aay it ia o businoss trouble or you 
say it is oloctricul curronts or it ia this or 
it is that or it is the othor thing, Why 
not go clour back, my friend, and ao- 
knowlodge that in eyory oano it ts the ab- 
dication of reason or the teaching of in- 
| 4dality. mrantioniiw. saws (TF wa 
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channel?’ And, having writton tho ossay, 
he loanod it to a friend, the friend read 
it, wrote a lotter of thanks and admira 
tion and shot himself. Appondix to the 
same book, 

Rousseau, Voltaire, Gibbon, Montaigne, 
were apologetic for self immolation. In 
fidelity puis up no bar to people rushing 
ont from this wusid into the next. ‘They 
teach us it doos not make any difference 
how you live or go out of this world. 
You will land either in an oblivious no- 
where or a glorious somewhere, And infi- 
delity holds the upper ond of the rope for 
the suicide and aims the pistol with 
which a man blows his brains out and 
mixes the strychnine for tho last swal- 
low. If!infidelityfcould oarrg the day and 
persuade the majority of people in this 
country that it does not make any diffor- 
ence how you go out of this world you 
will land safely, the Potomac would be 
so full of oorpses the boats would be 
impeded in their progress, and the orack 
of the sulolde’s pistol would be no more 
alarming than the rumble of a street car. 

Ihave sometimes heard it discussed 
whether the great dramatist was a Chris- 
tian or not. Hoe was oa Christian. In his 
last will and testament he commends his 
soul to God through the saorifice of Jesus 
Christ, I know that he considered appre- 
olation of a future existence the mightiost 
hindrance to self destruction: 


For who would bear the whips and scorns 
of time, 

Tho oppressor's wrong, the proud man’s 
contumely, 

The pangs of despised love, the law's de- 
ay, 

The Insolence of office and the spurns 

That patient merit of the unworthy 
takes 

When he himself might his quietus make 

With a bare bodkin? Who would fardels 
bear, = 

To grunt and sweat under a weary life, 

But that the dread of something after 
death— 

Tho undiscovered country from whose 
bourne 

No trayelor returns—puzzles the will? 


Wold God that the coronera would be 
brave in rendering tho right vendiot, and 


when in a caso of irresponsibility they say, 
“While this man was demented he toon 
his life,’ in the other case say, ‘‘'Hayving 
read infidel books and attended infidel 
lectures, which obliterated from this 
man's mind all appreciation of future 
retribution, he committed self slaughter.”’ 

Havo nothing to do with an infidelity 
so cruel, so debasing? Come out of that 
bad company into the company of those 
who believe the Bible. Benjamin Frank- 
lin wrote, ‘Of this Jesus of Nazareth I 
haye to say that the system of morals he 
left and the religion he has given us are 
the best things the world has ever seen 
or is likely to see."’ Patrick Henry, the 
electric champion of liberty, says: ‘‘The 
book worth all other books put together 
is the Bible.’’ Benjamin Rush, the lead- 
ing physiologist and anatomist of his day, 
the great medical scientist—what did he 
say’ ‘The only true and perfect religion 
is Christianity.’’ Isaac Newton, the lead- 
ing philosopher of his time—what did he 
say? *''Dhe sublimest philosophy on earth 
is the philosophy of the gospel.'' David 
Browster, at the pronunoiation of whose 


name overy scientist the world over bows 


his head—Dayid Brewster saying, ‘‘Oh, 
this religion has been a great light to 
moe, a yery great light all my days."

ARREST WW THE CITY. 


Robert Mackie Taken on Sus- 
picion to Napanee. 


HOLDEN.

New York and Montreal Detectives 
Take Him at His Home--The House 
Searched--Detectives Keep Close 
Mouths--The Drag Net is Closing. 


For the past few days Belleville people 
have been greatly interested in despatches 
from Montreal and Boston giving accounts 
of the arrest of those accused of 
complicity in the Napanee Bank rob- 
bery and of the evidence which 
had been collected against them. 
This morning this interest increased to ex- 
citement when it became generally known 
that a Belleville man had beer arrested in 
his home by the detectives on Wednesday 
night. The facts of the arrest had been 
kept very quiet and only became the 
property of the press late yesterday even- 
Ing. j 

About eleven o'clock on Wednesday 
night Mr, Silas H. Carpenter, of the Mont- 
real Detective force, Detective Doherty, of 
the Pinkerton force, and J. H. Madden, 
solicitor of the bank at Napanee, arrived 
in the city, hired acab and drove to the 
police station. An interview was secured 
with Chief Newton ‘and the detectives 
showed him warrants from the proper 
authorities for the arrest of Robert Mackie, 
of Belleville, on the charge of complicity 
in the Napanee Bank robbery. ~ 


_ After the chief had done a little detect- 
ive work on his own account and found 
out the whereabouts of the man wanted, 
Detectives Doherty, with Chief Newton 
and Officer Hayes, of the local force, pro- 
ceeded to Mackie’s house on Ohurch 
st. The house was surrounded and 
Carpenter rang the bell. Mackie came 
to the door and was secured by the two 
detectives. Together with Mr. Madden 
they then entered the house and remained 
for about two hours. 


About two o'clock in the morning, 
Mackie was placed in a cab and driven to 
Napanee, where he now lies in goal, Mr. 
Madden was heard to remark that they 
had got the right parties at last. No un- 
necessary seyerity was used towards 
Mackie, ho was not even handcuffed. 


Mackie has been for the past few years, 
what is commonly known as a ‘“‘sport,”’ 
frequenting fall fairs and race-meets. It 
appears that Henry Holden, now under 
arrest on the same charge at Boston, was 
in Belleville in March, 1897, was intimate 
with Mackie, and it is said made the 
latter's house his headquarters. Whatever 
other evidence the detectives haye against 
Mackie is known only to themselves. 


Detectives Doherty and Wilkes returned 
to the city last night and were still here 
this morning. It is understood that other 
arrests will follow, and sensational reports 
as to those arrests have been going on the 
street all day. Up to three o'clock no 
othors had beer placed under arrest.

|PAYING FOR MILK 
ACCORDING TO QUALITY. 


The Reasons for Past Fallures--How 
Success may be Attained, 
Kprron FARMING 
[ have read with very much interest tho | 
different articles in “harming” from time 
to time with reference to the experimental 
tosting of milk with the Babcock tester, 
snd also the expressions of correspondents 
in favor of paying for milk at cheese fac 
torios According to the quality of the milk. 
IT am aware there is considerable diversity 
of views on this question, but I cannot 


understand why there should bo any op- 
position offered to this method of paying 
for milk by any honest person who desires 
his own and nothing more. I am _ not 
awaro of any other product of tho farm, or 
any other articlo of commerce, whothor 
offered for sale over the counter, in the 
aslo room, or at the factory, but the price 
of the article sold is entirely regulated 
with reference to the quality of the mater- 
inl of which that articls may bo composed, 
[here are instances where poor articles 
have been suld for just as high prices as 
those of superior quality. No one will 
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argue that the inferior article is equal in 
quality to the superior; neither should 
any one attempt to argue that the manu- 
facture of first class articles should cease 
on the ground that articles of poor quality 
have brought just as high price when 
placed on the market. The principles 
ot an honest wand successful business will 
warrant no such philosophy. The very 
highest and most reliable authorities in 
Canada and the United States unhesicat- 
ingly endorse the Babcock tester as a ro- 
liable intrument to determine the quality 
of milk when properly handled, and yet 
there are men of no experience whatever 
who say they do not believe anything 
these exports ‘ell, but that one kind of 
milk is as good as another so long as it is 
not tampered with after taken from the 
cow, while another class, the most honest 
and greater of the two, admit there is a dif- 
ference in the quality of everything, but in 
this milk business they do not believe 
‘their choose maker is a competent per- 
son to make a test,” 

Now, Mr. Editor, I believe this last rea- 
son is nearer the cause of opposition to pay- 
ing for milk according to quality than any 
other that has ever been advanced. Why 
should not the cheese maker be a com- 
petent person to make this test? If he is 
not, he should not undertake to do so until 
he is competent, and his services should not 
be employed in any factory where the sole 


management and responsibility of 
making tests and conducting the 
factory rests with him, It is 


a fact that a great amount of trouble 
has arisen among the patrons of some fac- 
tories by the blundaring attempts of some 
inexperienced cheese maker in using the 
Babcock tester. Had their knowledge of 
the business been equal to their concait, 
the feelings of a great many honest patrons 
would not have been hurt and confidence 
in the testing of milk would have been 
stronger with many than it is to-day. If 
a lack of confidence in the ability of the 
cheese maker is the chief cause, and I can 
show in this letter some way to strengthen 
that confidence between patron and maker, 
or drop scme idea that those of greater ex- 
perience than myself can take up and suc- 
cessfully bring about the desired results, 
I shall feel that I have assisted in a weak 
measure the upbuilding of Canada’s great- 
est industry. I belieye no one disputes 
the fact that, for any business to be a pros- 
perous one financially, it must be managed 
by aman or firm who thoroughly under- 
stands every detail connected with the 
business, and, if necessary to employ, en- 
gages only those who are capable of doing 
the work. Our proyincial laws require 
trustees to employ teachers holdivy cer- 
tificates of competency and the person 
practicing one of the professions must, be- 
fore doing so, prove himself, or herself, 
competent by examination, while the Do- 
minion laws protect the public by requir- 
ing engineers, masters and mates of vessels 
to prove their ability to discharge the 
duties of their profession by passing ex- 
aminations. 


I would suggest that the Dominion or 
Ontario Government beasked te pass 4 
law to amend the present act prohibiting 
every proprietor or Company running a 
factory from employing a cheese or butter 
maker unless he has passed a satisfactory 
examination before acompetent board of 
examiners appointed by the Government 
making the law. The examination could 
be made free to the applicants, and would 
be a thorough test of Vaselelze in hand- 
ling milk in different stages for manufac- 
turing cheese or butter. ‘he handling of 
these products in the factory until time of 
shipping ; the care ot factory and machin: 
ery, and a special examination by test of 
the applicant’s ability to make the various 
tests with the Babcock tester and lactometer 
in ditermining the butter-fat percentage, 
the detection of adulterations, and many 
other que-tions that might be necessary. 


The certificate marked by the board to a 
successful applicant would be the highest 
guarantee of his ability to practice the 
profession of a cheese or butter maker, and 
would insure the confidence of those who 
engage his services that he knew his busi- 
ness. It would prevent incompetent 
cheese makers being employed in factories, 
as only competent men could be employed 
and no capable man would have trouble in 
getting his papers, It would improve the 
standing of our Canadian cheese, for every 
factory would haye a certified maker. 

It would cause patrons to entertain the 
pieeaceon no longer as to the ability of the 
makers to dischargo their duties. Fac- 
tories would be subject to inspection and 
heavy penalties would be imposed on those 
employing other than qualified makers,and 
whenever a change of maker was neces- 
sary at any factory there would bo no 
chance of getting an incapable man, as his 
certificate would show his per cent. in the 
various subjects examined by tho Board. 
I hope, Mr, Hditor, I have not trespassed 
too much on your space and would be 
pleased Lo have your opinion and that of 
others who are interested in the dairy 
business upon what I believe to bo a most 
valuable change. Thanking you for apace,

Here, on Wednesday night, Su- 
perintendent Carpenter, of the Montreal 
detective force. and Assistant-Superintend- 
ent George S. Dougherty, of the Pinkerton 
agency, took in custody Robert Mackie, a 
young man well known in the place.

sits of Corundum Were 


In his well-known work on tho geology 
of Canada, published Bb yoars ago, Logan 
notes an occurrence of corundum in the 
Township of Burgoss, 10 Lanark County, 
being on the second lot in the ninth range. 
Thore, in contact with crystalline lime- 
@one, is a rock made up of felspar, quartz, 
calcite, silvery white mica and sphenoe, 
and dissominatcd through it were found 
small grains of a mineral whose color var 
ied from light ruse red to sapphire bluse, 
while a hardness of greater than topaz 
showed it to be corundum. Small crys- 
tals of light blue corundum were also 
found in the limestone of the vicinity, 
But so little interest did the discovery 
awaken that for many years the placo of 
occurrence was forgotten and unknown, 
and it was only the circumstance of a much 
greater and far more valuable find of tho 
same mineral in Carlow Township, Hast- 
ings County, that led ss 4 matter of ouri- 
osity to the re-discovery of the Burgess 
corundum a few months ago. 

More than 20 years ago a little girl and 
her father were sitting on the rocks to rest 
after a walk through the woods at their 
home in North Hastings, and an oddly 
shaped stone which she ¢ icked up sugges’- 
ed to her mind the form of the glass stop 
per of a cruet-stand bottle. It was a crys- 
tal of corundum which had been weathered 
out of its matrix, but neither the child nor 
her father had then a suspicion of its 
name, nor thas it had any relation, near or 
remote, to sapphire or ruby. 


Still later other discoveries of the mineral 
were made in the same region, and it was 
mistaken for apatite or the phosphate of 
lime. The nearest guess to ita identity 
was made by a Uniyeraity man who had 
studied mineralogy under Chapman,and he 
thought it was emery. 


A FORTUNATE DISCOVERY 


Finally it happened that a lot of rocks 
was sent down to the Geological Survey 
by some curious collector in Carlow, and, 
having lain for several years in a_ store- 
house there, they were turned over by Mr. 
Ferrier, the lithologist of the Survey, who 
discovered in one of the specimens & 
crystal which he identified as corundum. 
This was two years ago, and it was the 
beginning of the end of theromance. Mr. 
Ferrier proceeded from Ottawa to Carlow 
Township under the. instructions of hic 
chief, Dr. George M. Dawson, and with 
Nesbitt Armstrong of the New Carlow 
Mills for guide he succeeded in finding the 
corundum in place. This was on lot 14 of 
the fourteenth concession of Carlow, and 
although Mr. Armstrong's discovery there 
was made seven years before, he had never 
been fortunate enough to geta man who 
could call the mineral by its name or tell 
him of its uses and value, if it had any. 


A few days later information of the dis- 
covery was communicated by Dr. Dawson 
to the Bureau of mines at Toronto, and in 
view of its importance and the possibilities 
of other deposits in the district, the min- 
ing rights in the Jands were withdrawn 
from sale pending|the carrying out of a well- 
planned exploration. 


This was late in 1896, and the work 
could not be undertaken until the fol- 
lowing year, when it was placed in the 
hands of Prof. Willet G. Miller of the 
Kingston School of Mining. Prof. Mil- 
ler had the help of two students from his 
school, and on beginning systematic work 
a few days were first spent in a study of 
the known deposits in Carlow and their 
associated rocks. As the district is a very 
hilly one, and as the rocks are to a con- 
siderable extent covered with brush and 
soil, it was at first feared that difficulty 
would be experienced*in making out the 
relations of the rocks, and consequently 
that the discovery of new deposits of the 
mineral would largely depend on chance. 
But after an examination of two separate 
ore bodies at some distance from each 
other—one in Carlow and the other in 
Raglan it was found that the mineral 
occurred under the same conditions in 
both. After determining the strike of 
the rocks in both localities it was conclud- 
ed that the deposits belonged to one band, 
and subsequent examination showed that 
this was the case, for the mineral was 
found at numerous points between the two 
localities. The tracing of the mineral 
then became au easy matter, and by the 
middle of October Prof. Miller had located 
occurences throught seven difterent town- 
ships and over an area of about 100 square 
miles. ‘These townships are Carlow, 
Riglan, Bangor and Radcliffe, in Hastings, 
and Brudenell, Lynedoch and Sebastopol, 
in Renfrew. 


THE PEOPLE HOLD THE LAND. 


The length of the corundum belt from 
east to west is about 30 miles, and its aver- 
age breadth is about threo and a half miles, 
It embraces over 60,000 acres, in all but a 
few thousands of which the mineral rights 
are held hy the Crown. Another aren has 
been partially explored in the Township of 
Methuen, in Peterborough County, where 
corundum of fine quality has been discov- 
erod, but the extent of it has not yet been 
determined There is also a probability of 
its being found inthe Townships of Dun- 
gannon and Faraday,where the rock forma- 
tions are favorable, 

_ The geological formation of the country 
is described as Laurentian, and the band of 
rocks in Which corundum has been found 
may bo said to be made up of three im 
portant kinds, viz, gneiss, syenite and 
quartz pegmatite. The gneiss, which is the 
oldest rock in the belt, is cut through by a 
series of dikes or masses 
largely of folapar or fel | 
which 


which consist 
spathoid minerals in 
occurs the corundum. Along the 
greater part of the strike of tho dykes the 
rock has sometimes the character of coarse 
ayenite, but in Some cases it passes into 
nepheline syenite--nepheline playing the 
pare of folapar in the rocks and being a 
comparatively rare substance in many por 
tions of the world. In general it may 
said that the corundum occurs moro abun 

dantly in the ordinary ayenite than in the 
nepheline syonite, but the crystals are usu 

ally much better formed in the latter than 
in the former.

WORKED ECONOMICALLY. 
There sooms now to be no doubt that 
operations can be economically carried out 
upon a commercial scale, and assurances 
are equally satisfactory nas regards the 
quality of the corundum. ‘The tests made 
at Kingston show that the rock carries 15 
per cent. of corundum, and the proportion 
might be considerably increased with caro- 
ful.cobbing at the mines if this was desir- 
able. If treated on alarge scale the cost 
of milling the rock ought aot to exceed $1 
per ton, and under careful management it 
| might be reduced to 60 cents per ton of 
rock, or say of 300 pounds refined corun- 
dum, with an average of 15 per cent. ore. 
What gives assurance of cheap production 
is the existence of abandant water-power 
in the heart of the corundum belt, on the 
Madawaska River and its tributaries, 
which may be electrically developed with a 
moderate investment of capital. 


At present one of the chief uses of cor- 
undum is as an abrasive, yet, owing to its 
scarcity and cost, no great quantity is avail- 
able. The best known deposits are in 
Georgia and North Carolina, but these are 
limited in extent and are practically con- 
trolled by a combine, Emery has accord- 
ingly been the chief natural material used 
as.an abrasive, being found in several 
countries in large abundance. In recent 
years, too, an artificial product known as 
carborundum has grown into favor, and 
the manufacturers of it are inspired with 
contidence that they can supply it to the ex- 
clusion of every other kind of abrasive. 
But experiments made recently go to show 
that fer the best lines of work corundum 
is much superior to carborundum, and of 
the prospect of the opening up of large de- 
posits in the Ontario fields corundum 
should have ncthing to fear in the competi- 
tion. If cheapness and efficiency can secure 
the market, the establishment of works in 
this Province may yet drive carborundum 
and emery to the wall. Corundum almost 
almost certainly possesses one great ad- 
vantage over its rivals, in that it may be 
put to other uses, 


AN ORE OF ALUMINIUM, 

As an ore of aluminium it has a great 
future if some present difficulties which 
appear to be only of a trifling character are 
surmounted, Pure corundum, which is 
alumina, is composed of 46.8 per cent. of 
oxygen and 53.2 per cent. aluminium, and 
in the treatment of ore at the Kingston 
School of Mining corundum has been pro- 
duced 994 per cent. fine. The obnoxious 
elements consist of silica, sulphur and iron, 
all three not exceeding the half of one per 
cent., and meanscan no doubt. be found 
to separate these from the corundum, At 
the present time cryolite and bauxite are 
the principal ores of aluminium, the 
former carrying about 13 and the latter 
about 26 per cent. of the metal, or say 
one-quarter and one-half respectively of 
the metallic aluminium in pure corundum. 
Three analyses of the Hastings corundum 
made by Dr. Goodwin gave an average of 
96,82 alumina, and the average of corundum 
concentrates obtained by Prof. DeKalb 
from a treatment of 1,200 pounds of rock 
was over 90 per cent. pure. And besides 
the corundum there is recovered from the 
rock in the process of treatment about 5 
per cent. of magnetite, containing 69 per 
cent. metallic iron suitable for the manu- 
facture of the finest steel, or a quantity 
suflicient to pay the whole cost of milling. 


TO FOUND AN ONTARIO INDUSTRY. 

It is the policy of the Ontario Goyern- 
ment in dealing with the lands in the 
corundum belt to encourage the founding 
of an industry which will bring the great- 
est good tu the province, and to that end 
regulations have been framied and adopted, 
requiring its manufacture in the province. 

It remains only to say a word on the 
terms upon which mineral lands in the 
territory may be acquired, Under the re- 
gulations they can be held only as leased 
lands — at first for a term of ten years, re- 
newable for a second term of ten years if 
the conditions as to payment of rent and 
carrying on of mining operations are com- 
plied with, and thereafter indefinitely for 
terms of twenty years. For the first year 
the rent charge’is 60 cents per acre, and 
for subsequent years 15 cents per acre, 
payable in advance, or one-half these rates 
respectively if the surface rights have 
been acquired by settlers. —Globe.

He Supplies Many ‘Details, Some of 
Which Been Verified--His 
Story Reads Like a Romance--A

After Pare was placed under arrest he 
consulted his attorney, and after some con- 
| sideration, finding himself in the toils, 
made acloan breast of the whole affair, 

His story reads rather like a novel than 
like achapter in the criminal annals of our 
own country. According to his story, up- 
on which the authorities will rely to fill in 
the links which were wanting in the chain 
of evidence at the former trial, the plot 
to rob the bank was made long before he 
came upon the scene. His statements 
with regard to the preliminary steps in the 
conspiracy to commit the robbery are, of 
course, hearsay and are founded upon in- 
_formation which, he says, he received 
; from his confederates, As originally con- 
cocted the plot was participated in by 
quite a number and the scheme was of an 
‘entirely different nature to that which 
was ultimately carried out. The card 
parties in the bank were a part of the 
scheme in order to divert suspicion and 
afford an opportunity of sccomplish- 
ing their design. Some time passed 
and no fayorable opportunity was afforded, 
or those engaged in the conspiracy be- 
came frightened and the numbers dwin- 
dled downe Up to this period Pare wes 
Avrcording 
to his story he first became interested ow- 
ing to the receipt by him of a letter from 
Mackie. He had an interview with him 
and agreed to undertake the job. He, 
however, refused to proceed any farther 
with the scheme which they had in con- 
templation, and from this time was the 
leading spirit in the direction of affairs. 
He decided that the party must be re- 
duced in number, and that the method to 
be adopted must be that which was subse- 
quently tried with success. This left 


Mackie, Holden, himself and Ponton in 
the game. 


PONTON SUPPLIED THE COMBINATION. 


They obtained the combination of the 
vault from Ponton, who kept them posted 
as to the contents of the safe. For a num- 
ber of nights they obtained acccess to 
bank by means of keys, and 
Pare, who is an expert manipulator 
of aafe combinations, worked on the inner 
combination. Everything was got in readi- 
ness so tims they could at any time when 
they desired enter the safe, anda favorable 
SPP oruary was waited. While Pare and 

olden were working inside it was 
Mackie’s duty to remain outside and warn 
them if danger should arise. This warning 
was given by means of a ball of twine, 
which they carried inside the building with 
them, Mackie retaining one end in his 
hand, and pulling itas a signal. Pare and 





daytime and are the two tramps who were 
camped just outside the town and towards 
whom suspicion was directed at the t' ne. 
They waited patiently for the signal Pon- 
ton was to give them from the railway 
bridge when a large sum was in the vault. 
On one occasion the signal was given, but 
when Pare ascertained all the circum- 
stances which existed on that particu'ar 
night, and which at first sight would 
appear particularly favorable for the pur- 
pose of robbery, he decided that suspicion 
must inevitably fall upon Ponton if the 
job was done that night, and, therefore, 
he insisted upon waiting for a more favyor- 
able opportunity. On the night when 
the robbery was actually conmitted Pare 
and Holden entered the bank, leaving 
Mackie outsite on guard. Just about the 
time they were through with their work 


on the string, and at the same time thay 
pulled to signal him that they were through 
and coming out, This broke the string 
and accounts forthe ball of twine being 
left in the bunk, where it was found the 
next morning. They came out and tha 
three of them climbed the back way into 
Ponton's room, which they entered through 
the window, after climbing over the roof. 
At the trial a woman who had rooms over 


Ponton’s room gave evidence that she 
heard voices and nose) in Ponton’s 
room, on the night of the robbery, 


but her evidence was not believc | by the 
Magistrate. Pare says that they went into 
Ponton's room, where the money was divid- 
ed. According to agreement, Pon- 
ton’s share, which amounted to about 
$5,000, was wrapped in oilcloth, placed in 
a tin biscuit box and was buried by the 
side of the railway track by Pare, who 
marked the spot, This precaution was 
taken by the others to prevent Ponton’s 
detection, which might have occurred had 
the money been entrusted to his care, 
There it remained until April last, when, 
according to agreement, Pare and Holden 
met in Belleville ; they bought tickets for 
Deseronto, where they got off the train 
and walked down the railway track to the 
spot where the money had been buried, in 
order to avoid any suspicion, The money 
was takon up, but before it was handed 
over to Ponton there were some scores to 
sottlo.

FOUND THE BURGLAR’S KIT. 


The detectives have been frequent visit- 
ors to the jail since Pare has been an in- 
mate of it, and this morning another link 
in the evidence which will be submitted 
on behalf of the Crown was forged. 
Hitherto no trace of the tools made use of 
by the parties who robbed the bank had 
been found, although diligent search has 
been made. From the action of the de- 
tectives this morniug, however, it would 
uppear that, pending the disposition ef more 
important matters they had delayed action 
with regard to this part of the evidence 
until they could spare the time to look 
into it. On corm! occasions the detec- 
tives working on the case haye expressed 
themselves as satisfied that when the pro- 
per time arrived they would be able to 
produce the missing tools. Apparently 
they were cognizant of their location, ‘This 
morning, while the majority of the good 
people of Napanee were at church, Super- 
intendent Thornhill and Detectives Dough- 
erty and Wilkes of the Pinkerton staff, who 
have been working steadily on the case for 
some timo, together with Chief Healy and 
Inspector O'Dowd and Ohief Adams of 
Napanee, paid a visit to the bank 
premises, where they remained for a 
briet period. When they left the baieing 
Chief Adams carried in a neatly wrapp 

arcel a brace with the broken shaft of a 
bie init, a drill, punch jimmy, filo, anda 
part of a bolt which had been apparently 
broken off some door. Those articles were 
found buried in the shed at the rear of 
the bank, through which access was had 
to the building by the parties who rob- 
bed the bank. It is reported chat infor- 
mation as to the location of these tools, 
as well as of the box and oilcloth in 
which a portion of the stolen money. was 
wrapped, was given by Pare, who it 
is reported has made a full confession 
of all the facts connected with the case. 
Whethor this is true or not it is quite clear 
that the detectives know exactly where to 
place their hands upon the tools, and also 
a fow days ago wore able to walk straight 
to the spot whore the box and wrapping 
referred to were found beside a hole, the 
location of which was indicated by certain 
initials which had been out with a penknife 
immediately above it. ‘The section of tho 
board bearing those initials has been 
carofully ramoved by tho detectives and 
will be produced at the trial as a portion of 
the evidence against the accused.

THE SURRENDER. 

Spanish Flag, Which Had Floated for 

Centuries Over Santiago, Camo Down 
to Give Way to "Old Glory,"’ 


Santiago de Cuba, Sunday, July 17.— 
(1 p.m,)—he American flag is floating 
in triumph over the Governor's Palace at 
Santiago de Cuba. Genoral MoKibbon has 
been appointed temporary military Goy- 
ernor. ‘Lhe ceremony of hoisting the 
Stars and Stripes was witnessed by a vast 
concourse of 10,000 people. As the chimes 
of the old cathedral rang out the hour of 
12 the infantry and cayalry prosented 
arms. Kvery American uncoyered and 
Capt. MoKittrick hoisted the Stara and 
Stripes. As the brilliant folds unfurled 
in a gentlo breeze against a fleckloss sky, 
the cavalry band broke into the strains of 
“The Star-Spangled Banner.’’ At the 
same instant the sound of the distant 
booming of Capt. Capron’s battery, firing 
a salute of 21 guns, drifted in. When the 
music ceased, from all directions around 
the line came floating aross the plaza tho’ 
rofrains of the regimental bands, and the 
muflled, hoarse cheers of the American 
troops. The infantry camo to ‘order 
arms’? a moment later, after the flag was 
up, and the band played ‘‘Rally Kound 
the Flag, Boys.’’ 

Instantly General McKibbon called for 
three cheers for General Shafter, which 
wero given with great enthusiasm, the 
band playing Sotsa’s ‘‘The Stars and 
Stripes Foreyer.’’ 

The Official Capitulation, 


Official endorsement of the terms of 
capYulation were received from Madrid 
at 10 o'clock yesterday morning and 232, - 
000 Spanish soldiers haye yielded their 
arms to their American conquerors, and 
the sovereignty of Spuin in Eastern Cuba 
has ended, The Spanish officers retained 
thoir side arms, but the soldiers stacked 
their guns before the American lines and 
were placed under guard, either to return 
to Spain under conyoy or to give their 
oaths to remain in Cuba as non-combat- 
ants. Several regiments of Gen, Shafter's 
army are now in possession otf the fallen 
city. 

Shafter’s Men in Serlous Plight. 


What will be done with Gen. Shatter’s 
force is not yet fully decided. The physi- 
cians declare that the army, owing to the 
hardships and the feyer, will not be fit 
for active duty for some time to come, 
and Gen, Miles is believed to be seriously 
considering the proposition of leaying 
only immune regiments to hold the con- 
quered proyinos, and return the body of 
the forces to the United States, sending 
other immunes from there to reinforce 
the Santiago detachment if necessary. 

New Cases of Yellow Fever. 


New cases of yellow fever continue to 
appear daily, and fully 600 ato now under 
treatment, but the disease is of a very 
mild form and the physiolans say it is 
now well in hand. Only five deaths have 
occurred up to Jast night, the low imor- 
tality being remarkable,and most encour- 
aging to the physicians, who had graye 
fears that the death rate would be heavy. 

The Tangles Straightened Out, 


The formal sanction by the Madrid 
Government of the terms of capitulation 
yesterday unrayelled the tangled skein of 
demands and counter-demands between 
the opposing commanders, which threat- 
ened Saturday to end the negotiations 
and compel a return to arms. 

After numerous conferences had result- 
ed in the agreement already sanctionea 
by General Blanco, General Toral decided 
that the approval of the Madrid Goyern- 
ment was necessary before he would leave 
the city. General Shafter maintained that 
no such approval was necessary. ‘The 
whole matter was cleared up, however, 
when Goneral ‘loral received the necessary 
sanotion from Madrid. 

The Agreement, 


The agreemont consists of nine articles: 

The first deolares that all hostilities 
shall cease pending the agreomont of final 
onpitulation. 

The second that tho capitulation in- 
oludos all the Spanish forces and the sur- 
render of all war matorial within the pre- 
soribed limite. 

Third—Tho transportation of tho troops 
to Spain at the oarliest possible moment, 
each force to be embarked at the noarest 
port. 

Fourth—That the Spaniuh officers shall 
retain their side arms and the enlisted 
men thoir personal proporty. 

Fifth—That, after the final capitula- 
tion, the commanding officer shall furn- 
ish a complete inyeutory of all arms and 
munitions of war and a rostor of all tho 
soldiora in tho district. 

Seventh—That the Spanish general 
shall bo permitted to take the military 
archives and records with him, 

HKighth—That all guerillas and Spanish 
irrogulars shall be permitted to remain in 
Cuba, if they so elect, giving a parole 
that thoy will not again take up arms 
against the United States. 

Ninth—Tho Spanish forces shall be 
permitted to march out with all the hon- 
orslof war, dopoalting tholr ams, to bo 
disposud of by tho United States tn tho 
future; the American comiissioners to 
recommend to their Government that the 
arms of the soldiers be returned to those 
“Who #0 bravoly defended them.’’ 

The articlos were signed yosterday 
afternoon after a four hours goasion of 
the commissioners, who agreed that the 
toring of capitulation esheuld await the 
sanction of the Madrid Government.

A Very Simple Procedure Which De- 
pleted the Bank of the Sum of About 
Dollars. The 


Thirty-Four Thousand 


Nilis Stolen and Tholr Denominations 
A Roward, or Rather Serios of Ke- 


wards, Offered Aggregating #1%,000, 


Navanoo, July 18,—The method of rob- 
bing tho Dominion Bank here last Au 
ust was a aimploe one. Thore ia & pasa- 
agoway running from the main stroot 
down the side of the bank. The men 
passed down this and broko into a wood- 
shod behind the bank They thon bored 
18 or 20 holes with a large auger and cut 
ont a pleco of board large cnough to ad- 
mit the body of a man, This gave access 
to the hall of the bank. ‘Tho doors were 
not locked, 

Tho burglars opened the vaults, secured 
thoir booty, changed the combinations, 
carefully Jookod tho doors and oscapod 
without leaying a trace of their crime be 
hind them, 

The robbery was not suspected 
the bank was opened for business 
day morning. ‘The combination look of 
tho outside vault had been out of ordor 
for some timo, and frequently gaye con- 
aiderablo trouble, 

Tho cashier went to the vault when 
the bank was opened, and, finding ftron- 
ble in working the combination, called 
in an oxpert locksmith, It was bolleyed 
that if the outer yault was openod that 
tho Inner one would give no troublo. 

While working upon the door of the 
outer yanlt it was discovered that the 
combination had been changed, Although 
the innor door was expected to open at 
ones, us soon as access had been gained 
to this it was found that the combination 
of this lock had also hoon changed, 

This so complicated matters that the 
officers worked until late Sunday evening 
before an entrance was cffected. ‘hon 
tho truth was known, The bank was out 
abont $34,000, 

A Good Reward. 

The bank people offered a series of ro- 
wards, amounting to $12,000, soon after 
the robbery. This was sxchedujed as fol- 
lows: Fivo thousand dollars for informa- 
tlon leading to the conyiction of any per- 
son concerned, as a prinolpal or other- 
wiso, in the théft; $5,000 for informa- 
tion leading to the recovery of the monoy, 
and in like proportion In case any part 
of tho money was recovered. A reward of 
$2,000 was also offered for tho return of 
tho uncountersigned $10 notes, and in 
like proportion in case only part of the 
notes were recoyerod.

The man acted as if under hyp 
notic Influence, and made speechos about 
MoKinley and the Cuban war, ‘he jail 
surgeon sald he thought ho was suffering 
froin tho effects of liquor. Sunday ho was 
in a high fever. Ho told tho governor of 
the jail that his namo is Will Smith, and 
that his home is near Boston and that he 
had beon working in an institution near 
Mount Clemons, Mich. He is about 87 
years of age and is apparently well-to-do. 
He frequently says, ‘‘Mother, come to 
Will!” 

The police learned last evening that 
Smith recently left St. Michacl’s Hospital 
in Detroit and that he was on his way to 
Buffalo, Some time ago, it is said, Smith 
got a torrible clectric shock, which almost 
dostroyed his neryous system.

Ponton Is Popular. 


Mr. BE. Gus Porter, Counsel for the Ex- 


Tellor, Not Allowed to Seo His Client 

Anawer to Application to Attorney- 
General Says He Will Bo Admitted 
on Wodnesday Hefore§ Vreliminary 


Hoaring, 


Napanoo, Ont,, July 10,—Feoling still 
runs bigh in Napaneo, and Ponton's 
frionds aro again rallying to his side and 
protesting his Innocence, The dotoctives 
aro koon to save their reputation and ald 
the bank whyn the approuching suit for 
damages comes off next fall. They also 
say that if they can only vonviet Ponton 
the bank will be ablo to recover from tho 
Guarantee Company the amount of Pon- 
ton’s bond, sald to bo $10,000 

Vonton'’s Demennor, 

Ponton sloopsewolls” The jail physiolan 
yosterday afternoon visited the jail and 
gave permission to tho Governor to allow 
Punton his pipe and tobacco, He found 
the young man apparently just awakoned 
from a sound sleop on his hard prison 
bed, He was as frank and confident as 
ever. Mr. E. Gua Porter of Bolleyillo, 
Ponton’'s solicitor, arrived in town this 
morning. He has no doubt whatever of 
his client's innocence, and thinks ridicul- 
ous that any credence should bo givon to 
tho evidence of Pare, whon he attompts 
te bring Ponton into tho affair. Pare 
knows overy detail of the robbory, and to 
obtain his release or some other equival- 
ent can easily switch Ponton's name here 
and there into the fascinating story. 

Pouton Courts Investigation. 

Ponton expressed his opinion of the 
stato of affairs when he said to the jall 
surgoon, ‘I want this investigation to zo 
on. I want it oleared up from hell to 
hackney "’ He is confident that nothing 
can bo brought out to injure him, Ponton 
spends most of his time reading maga- 
zines. ‘he daily papers have not been 
given to him. 

A prominent oltizen, speaking of Pon 
tun, said: ‘‘Ido not think the young man 
is implicated. If the law of heredity 1s 
any proof, he is as innocen’ as a now 
born babe. His father was one of the 
noblest men I over knew. He would not 
tell a le to save his life. And his mother, 
who is now very ill, is a noble Christian 
woman, I cannot belleye that Pare’s con- 
fession is true."’ 

Mackie Is Weakening. 


Mobert Mackie is weakening fast,-and 
a confession may be oxpeoted at any time 
from him. It has leaked ont that about 
50 unsigned Dominion Bank bills were 
found at his house in Belleville, 

This was last night corroborated by the 
local police, Mackie feels his position 
keunly, and presents a striking contrast 
to tho placid demeanor of Ponton. 

Town Thoroughly Agitated. 

The town is thoroughly agitated over 
what the majority of the citizans regard 
as unfair treatment of prisoner Ponton. 
At 7.80 yesterday morning Mr. E. Gus 
Porter of Belleville, Ponton's counsol, 
who had arrived in town to consult with 
his client, was surprised when he was 
informed by the Police Magistrate that 
eyen the prisoner's counsel. could not be 
admitted to see his client, though the de- 
tectives are allowed free ingress at all 
times for any longth of timp to the pri- 
sonors. It is claimed that thers is an ab- 
tempt on the part of the police to put 
tho prisoners through ‘‘a general sweat: 
ing process.’ Ho characterized the treat- 
meiit he had received as ‘‘untair, lacking 
in fairness, unprecedented,’’ and used 
other expressions equally emphatic. 

Mr. Porter applicd to the sheriff and 
jailer to be allowed to seo the prisoner 
for the purpose of consultation at the pri- 
soner's request, but was denied that priv- 
iloge, a right, he says, which hitherto has 
always been accorded to prisoners. 

Appeul to Toronto. 

Mr. Porter immediately sont the fol- 
lowing message to the Attorney-General’s 
Department: 

“Hon, Attorney-General, Toronto: 

‘Am retatnod to defend Ponton, 
churged with robbing Dominion Bank, 
and now in jail hore, Jailer refuses to 
admit counsel to prisoner. Please wire 
authority to admit counsel. 

‘*K. Gus Porter,”’ 

After waiting threo hours Mr. Porter 
formally demanded of the sheriff and 
jailer admission to the jall to interview 
his cliont, and was again refused, boing 
told that they wero acting under instruc: 
tions of W. S. Horrington, County Crown 
Attorney, who was out of town, and who 
during his absonce had handed oyor the 
conduct of the proceedings to Mosars. 
Veroche and Maddon, solicitors for tho 
Dominion Bank, and upon application to 
them by the sheriff thoy deolined to vary 
the instructions, 

Later the following roply was recelyed 
by Mr. Porter from the Department: 
“E. G. Porter, Napanes, Ont.: 

“Sheriff will be instructed to allow you 
to see Ponton as early as Wednesday, in 
good time at any rate before hoaring. 

(Signed) J. R. Cartwright.”

DETEGTIVE DOUGHERTY TALKS 


Of the Bank Robbery Case 
and the Developments in it. 





Most Important He ever Had to Deal 
With--Praises his Coadjutors High- 
ly--Pare a Remarkable Criminal-- 
Intended Raid on Another Bank 
Stopped. 

(Montreal Star, July 18.) 


Mr, G. S. Dougherty, Assistant Super- 
intendent of the Pinkerton Detective 
Agency in New York, and the man who 
has worked on the most sensational of all 
bank robbery cases that have ever taken 
place in Canada, from the very beginning, 
arrived in town last nightand is stopping 
at the St. Lawrence Hall. He is a big, 
good-looking man, with a dark mostache, 
a pleasant talker and a most pleasant con- 
versatioualist, whose range of subjects 
shows him to be a reader and a_ thinker. 
He has beén for fifteen years in the detect- 
ive business, snd no doubt his experience 
in bank robbery and other equally grave 
criminal cases would fill volumes, but he 
admits that this about the most important 
he has had anything to do with. He 
is disinclined to discuss the case at 
length, and yery modest in regard to 
the share which he and the other 
gentlemen from his agency haye taken in 
it. He is very enthusiastic, however, 
about the assistance which Chief of De- 
tectives Silas H. Carpenter, of this city, 
and the Inspector of Police of Manchester, 
O'Dowd, have given in the case. He 
thinks that the Dominion Bank should 
also deserve a great deal of credit for 
the manner in which they haye followed 
up the case, and thereby set an example 
to other gentlemen in the bank-robbery 
line, that they cannot carry on their pro- 
fession with impunity in Oanada. Mr, 
Dougherty does not believe in the Sher- 
lock Holmes idea of ferreting out a 
crime. ‘The stories,’’ he says ‘* are yory 
interesting, and very well written, but 
the only thing that brings success to the 
detective is hard work and persistence, 
Theories and deductions are all right, 
but without hard work they do not am- 
ount to anything.” 

One thing, Mr. Dougherty stated, al- 
though he was not prepared at the moment 
to go into details, was very important. It 
was to the effect that the otlicera on the 
case have found out beyond a doubt that 
if the arreste of Pare, Holden, and the rest 
had nob been made at once, another bank

GUNBOATS ON THE LAKES. 


U. S. Lake Shipbuilders Will Ask the 
British Government for Certain 
Favors Estopped by Treaty. 


Detroit, July 19.—The movement for 
the abrogation of the Rush-Bagot treaty 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, whereby cach nation binds itself 
to maintain on the lakes only four gun- 
boats of 100 tons, and armed with one 
18-pounder to each boat, has again been 
revived, and Don M. Dickinson of this 
olty has forwarded a brief to Washington 
on the subject. 

The lake shipbuilders are looking for- 
ward to a season of depression that may 
last three years, and at the same timo it 
is likely that the shipbuilders on both 
coasts will be rushed with orders for the 
building of the new navy, which it is 
hoped will be second only to that of 
Great Britain. The idea seems to be that 
the navy will be inoreased to 80 hattle- 
ships and 20 armored oruisers, besides 
smaller craft. ‘The lake builders think 
that the shipbuilding yards on the coast 
will not be able to do more than look 
after the larger vessels, and they seo no 
reason why they should not bag the tor- 
pedo boats and destroyers, and even the 
smaller gunboats and cruisers. Tho lake 
shipbuilders are also convinced that the 
revenue oubter and lighthouse service fleet 
neods to bo largely strengthened. The en- 
largement of the Canadian canal looks to 
225 feot long, 46 fect wide and 14 foot 
deep, would enable them to build oraft of 
a vory respsotable size. If the British 
Goyornment would consent to these war 
vossols being built on the lakes and trans 
vorted to the sea by way of the Canadian 
canals it would be a big thing for lake 
shipbuilders. Tho treaty could be abro- 
gated by giving six months notice, but 
the consent of the British Government 
would still be necessary before a fleet built 
on the lakes could be sent down the 8b, 
Lawronbe to tho soa.

Tbe poople in town are not satiated 
wiih the bare confession of Prisoner 
Pare. Having regard to his past, they are 
clamoring for some additional evidence 
of Ponton’s complicity. None is forth 
coming from the police, though the Crown 
authorities make statements that lead 
one to suspect that some vory large do- 
velopments aro at the door, Ono man re- 
marked, ‘Why, we haye evidence that 
Will conylot Ponton over and over again.”' 
When the alloged disclosures come thoy 
Will haye to bo welghty or the Crown 
authorities will be ridiculed, so high a 
point haye the poople’s expectations 
reached, 

It is understood that when Ponten is 
brought before Magistrate Daly, unless 
there is oyidence that he received part of 
the stolen mioney, and strong corrobora- 
tion of Paroe's alleged confession, tho 
prisoner will be roleased on bail, which 
Will be readily forthooming. 

Porter Gains His Point. 

Mr. Porter, Ponton’s lawyer, will be 
udmitted to-day to see his client. Tho 
authority came from the Deputy Attor- 
ney-General yesterday, 

Kumors of Arrests. 

The report was olroulated like the news 
of a fire last night that two arrests had 
been made in Montreal, but no authori- 
tative confirmation of this report has beon 
recelyed.

Another Burglary. 

The bank robbery case is getting in its 
evil educative effects. It scems as if medi- 
tation upon the ways of the professional 
cracksman has produced in the minds of 
some persons a desire to emulate their 
example, Yesterday morning early the 
provision store of Casey Denison on Cen- 
tre street was broken inte and about $50 
worth of goods extracted. An entrance 
Was made through the north door of the 
store, by means of boring an auger hole 
large enough to admit a small hand. 
Thon the single bolt that held the door 
was drawn back and the store was at the 
mercy of the depredators. Chief Adams 
bas the case in hand and doubtless, 
Spurred on by the work of his friends, 
tho detectives, he will do something to 
distinguish himself. 

Attempt to Resoue Mackie. 

Tramps in large numbers are known 
to be in the vicinity of Napanee. The 
County Treasurer's cow has been milked 
by them, while private berry patohes have 
bean stripped by the prowlers. Those tacts 
hive alarmod tho prison officials, In the 
minds of many it is thought not unlikely 
that an attempt will be made to rescue 
Maokle, though no one suspects that Pare 
would run away even if the very prison 
walls fell down. i 

As for Ponton, outside of the police, 
not a dozen ef the townsfolk think ho is 
iniplicated at all, excepting as a necessary 
link in the ohain of the deteotives’ orig- 
inal theory. Mackie is really the man 
Who, as the precious jowel, needs muoh 
guarding. 

‘More light is required in and about 
tho jail,”’ said Sheriff Hawley. Last night 
the Sheriff sent a letter to Dr. Chamber- 
lain, Inspector of Prisons, Toronto, ask- 
ing that two electric lights be placed be- 
fore the jail and four within, one light- 
ing each corridor. At present it is as dark 
as Egypt round about tho jail, anda man 
might raiso a ladder up against tho east 
wall unobserved. 

Only Ono Way of Rescue. 


In the opinion of the guard the only 
way in which a prisoner could be got out 
would be by an outside party climbing 
up the outside wall, and creeping along 
tho bisecting wall and feoling his way 
into the oorridors. Thon it would be 
necessary to file a couple of bars and let 
the prisoner out. Once free from the jail 
it would be easy for the escaped to catch 
4 train going up the steep grade a mile 
east of the town, ‘‘but that won’t bo 
done,'’ aignifioantly said the guard, as 
great precautions are taken by the guards 
during the night. 

The Holden Case, 


Evidence in the Holden extradition 
proceedings was taken yesterday in Bos- 
ton, Mass. County Constable Sills posal- 
tivoly identified Holden as one of the 
tramps he arrested on Aug. 18, 1897, on 
a charge of vagranoy in Napaneo, and 
who was given two houra to got ous.

Peculiar Conduct of Magistrate Flint-- : 
Mr. Jos. Haverson Appears for 
the Defence.

Messrs. James Ketcheson, 8S. Curry and 
Wm. Bottum, hotel-keepers, appeared in 
Police Court to-day charged with eelling 
liquor during prohibited hours. The only 
witnesses for the prosecution were Mar- 
shall Fernie and Jas. E. Wanamaker, two 
informers, who were sent down from Tren- 
ton by Dejuty License Inspector Jamee to 
spy upon the Belleville hotel men. One 
man said he was promised $5 if he secured 
a conviction and the other did not know 
what he was to get. 


In Mr. Ketcheson’s case the men swore 
to haying bought liquor at his hotel late 
Friday night and produced a bottle, which 
they claimed to have secured there. Mr, 
Ketcheson swore that neither he nor his 
son sold the liquor and that no one else 
was authorized to do so. He had no 
bottles like the one produced in stock now, 
although he might have had one at the 
time the offence was said to have been 
committed, “the ? 

The evidence was something similar in 
the other cases, there being only the two 
informers as witnesses for the prosecution. 


Mr, Jos, Ha counsel for the 
Licenss1 Victuallero’ Association, appear- 
ed for the defence and made a strong fight 
for his clients. Mr, J. P. M. Anderson 
appeared for the Crown. 

During the progress of the case, Magis- 
trate Flint referred to a circumstance 
which has caused a great deal of unfavor- 
able comment during the past fow days, 
It seems that when Crown Attorney Auder- 
son laid information against vight hotol 
men before him,that Mr, Flint went to the 
different parties and urged them to plead 
guilty. One man was visited by him five 
times. ‘This man and four others yielded, 
and paid or promised to pay the Magis- 
trate $25 each. Our informant secured 
a receipt, written on plain paper and 
signed simply ‘J. J. B, Flint,” without 
any official addition, 

Mr, Flint explained that he went to 
the hotelmen and asked them to plead 
guilty simply to save them costs and | pub- 
licity. He stated that he had been misrep- 
resented and that he would pursue a differ- 
ent course in the future. Bo 

If this explanation is correct ib is very 
creditable to the Magistrate’s goodness of 
heart, but it does not account for the oxtra 
$5 and is certainly not in keoping with the 
duty of the position he occupies. 
Explanation on this poiats seems to be 
needed. 

The Invenuicencer has been informed 
that this is not the first time that the hotel 
men have been warned by officials who ad- 
minister the law to pload guilty.

The Toddy Tree. 


Nature has her rumshops, her saloons.She 
produces plants which devote themselves 
to the manufacture and sale of intoxicants, 
The Souch American toddy tree is well 
known to naturalists. Ii is well known 
also to the South American beetle, the 
Oryctes hercule. When the latter goes on 
& spree he never goes it alone, after the 
unneighborly habit of the human drunkard, 
He collects his friends and acquaintances 
to the number of 30 or 40. ‘The whole 
crowd run thelrshort horns through the 
bark of the toddy tree, revel in the outflow- 
ing juices and while inebriated are easily 
caught by the natives. The toddy tree 
parts with its liquor free ofcharge. There 
are other plants which are less generous. 
They exact no less a penalty than the death 
of the unfortunate drunkard. And what 
do they do with the body? Strange as it 
may seem they eat it, In this manner they 
obtain the food which nourishes them and 
sustains their healthful existence. 


At the end of each of their long leaves 
these plants hayea pitcher shaped recep- 
tacle, We might style this the growler, 
but it never needs to be rushed. It is al- 
ways full of what with apecial appropriate- 
ness mightbe called bug juice—a water 
liquor, sweet to the taste aud inebriating to 
the senses. Only in fine weathoris the 
growler open for business. Cn rainy days 
itis firmly shut up to keep out the rain 
that would dilute and spoil the contents. 
Nature's saloon keepers do uot water their 
stock, — William S. Walsh in Lippincott’s.

IS GARCIA DEAD? 


If So, One of the Oldest and Ablest of 
Cuban Generals Is Out of 
the Agitation, 


New York, July 31.—A Kingston, 
Jamaica, cable to the Evening Post says 
that Qubans arriving from Siboney 
reper that Gen. Garoia is dead. 

‘he last word directly received by tho 
Cuban Junta in this olty from General 
Gurcla was dated before Santiago, July 
ll. It was a cable message, ‘and stated 
briefly that he was woll, and that the 
progress of events was satisfactory. At 
that time Garcia was to the west of 
Santiago, guarding the approaches from 
expected reinforcemonts to the olty. 

General Garcia was one of the older 
and abler of the Cuban reyolutionists. 
Admiral Sampson spoke in high terms of 
his soldierly and intelligent bearing 
when he went on board the flagship. His 
special , fleld of observations.for the past 
two years has bowen the Province of 
Santiago where he successfully evaded 
the superior Spanish forces sent out to 
defeat and capture him. 








Watson's Long Voyage. 

Washington, July 21.—It is now stated 
that Commodore Watson’s squadron is 
being equipped for a 18,000 mile veyage, 
viz., te Manila. It will oontain eight 
colliers, with a total coal capaojty of 
96,000 tans. The supply ship of the 
squadron has rations for 4,000 for three 
months. As each of the warships can 
carry onough coal to take it 3 000 miles, 
it will be seen coal to be taken along is 
four times as inuch as would be required 
for a trip to Spain. As each warship 
carries provisions enough for three 
months, it is obvious the food taken on 
the supply ships would be entirely super- 
fluous if the expedition had for its limit 
peninsular waters. The squadron is 
expected to start within 48 h ours,

of the eSabablee to yote, they will either 
change the law or they will not. 

It is expected that they will pass an in- 
terpreting act which will seek to declare 
what the law always has been as well as 
what it will be in the future. If the Judges 

y auy heed to this extraordinary pieze of 
fovielation, it will either simply coincide 
with what they themselyes now understand 
the law to mean; or it will not. If it 
takes another view of the law and they 
follow its ruling, the effect will be precise- 
ly the samo as if the Goverament had 
amended the law and made the amend- 
ment retroactive. 

Consequently, the law will either be 
changed as it effects the late elections, or 
it will be left as it was. In the latter case, 
the special session puts the province to an 
unnece, cary expense ; While, in the former, 
it permits the Governmen: to do a decid- 
edly improper thing. 

Let us look a moment at this former al- 
ternative. A Goyernment goes to the peo- 
ple, backed by the prestige of holding office 
and the sympathy of the Federal Admiais- 
tration, and gets a narrow majority by the 
skin of its teeth. A certain number of the 
votes cast for it—votes without which it 
would have been ina decided minority— 
were, on this supposition, illegally olled. 
The election of sh membets thus illegally 
returned, is protested. When the cases 
come up before the courts, the judges will 
have no alteraatiye but to unseat them and 
yive their seats to their opponents.. This 
will bring about the defeat of the Govern- 
ment, which will by this act be put in a 
minority before the Legislature will meet 
in regular session. So the Government

fore the courts can sit on these cases, and 
passes a bill changing the law in such & 
way as to make these illegal votes legal, 
thus saving the seats of the eight support:

How would this act differ from calling a 
special session of a Parliament elected by 
notoriously corrupt means, and passing an 
interpreting bill explaining that the Jaw 
against bribeiy really did not refer to what 
people usually understand by bribery at 
all—and making the bill retroactive ? 


Of course, the people would not stand 
such an act for a moment; but 10 what 
way would it differ—except possibly in 
effect—from the course which Mr. Hardy 
will pursue -always supposing that his in- 
terpreting bill will put a different con- 
struction on the present law than the 
judges would, and that the judges pay 
some attention to his impudent attempt

On this supposition, the position is uak- 
edly this—the Government plugged in A 
number of illegal votes, carried tho elec- 
tions with them, and now calls tho illegal- 
ly clected Legislature to pass a retroactive 
law, legalizing these votes, legalizing its 
own existence, and continuing the illegally 
victorious Government in power. On any 
other supposition, the special sossion of 
the Legislature will be a waste of good 
money.— Montreal Star.

Napanee, Ont., July 22.—In tho 
Napaneo Bank robbery case the Intest 
nows je that thero are two boys, aged 16 
and 17, implicated in the robbery. Tho 
frank, open photos of these two are in 
the hands of Chief Adams, and have 
been viewod by many of tho offiolals 
around town. But one of the boys has 
beon arrested, and the place of hia con- 
finoment has been concealed. It ie 
known, however, that ho is arrested on 
an entirely different charge from that 
ot robbing the bank. This was done so 
as to hold him till Tuesday and keep the 
press off the scent. This boy is also 
supposed to have oonfeased. 

The inyeatigation did nob begin yester- 
day. All that took place was a romand- 
ing ceremony, at which Magistrate Daly 
remanded the three prisoners till the 20th 
inst., intimating at the same time that 
they might be brought to trial on Tues- 
day next, by whioh day it is expected 
Holden will haye arrived, When Holden 
comes the Crown is# ready to go on, and 
no time will be lost. The remanding was 
done in Turnkey Clarke's apartments. 

Ponton Came First. 

Ponton was first msoughs in between 
@hbief Adams and Jailer Vanluven. C) 
looked in perfect health, and wore 4 
confident smile. His step was firm. and 
his voice, as he answered to his mame. 
showed no signs of tremor, Ho noticed 
one or two of his friends in the reom 
and nodded gaily, as if ho were upon 
the street. He made no complaint, and 
was entirely unabashed by his position — 
or by the proceedings. 

Maokie was tho next to appear, and he 
was perfectly ot his ease and was nob 
visibly weakened. He is a fine-looking 
chap, and is not dressed in the regulation 
turf speculator style. He expressed tho 
hope that the trial would soon be 
brought on, as hoe was getting tired of 
the rafifled atmosphere of the jail. 

Tho Magistrate informed him that no 
persons were more anxious than tho 
Crown that the matter should be pro- 
ceeded with, but that the delay was 
caused by the non-arriyal of Holden. 

Prisoner Pare’'s coming in was a 
matter of interest to everyone present. 
When first seen on his arrjyal in Napanes ~ 
it was late at night, and little more 
than an outline of the man conld be 
discerned. He is about 5 feet 7 inches in 
hoight and of medium build. He must 
be a man of 45, for his hair is quite grey 
and he is partially bald. Ho wears o datk 
moustache, flecked with grey, and has 
not been shayed fora week. His forshead 
slants considerably, while his eyes are 
shifty. He was dressed in ordinary street 
clothes that hung loosely about tis spare 
frame. : 

Mackie Wants His Money. 

Lawyer Wilson has made an applica- 
tion to the County Crown Attorney for 
the money, and in the meantime awaits 
an answer. ‘The bills, it is known, were» 
not Dominion Bank bills, signed or 
unsigned, but American bills. There 
were also found upon Mackle seme race 
tickets, tantamount to saying that he 
had been losing ‘‘on the gure tip.’’ Tho 
coins that were found will, it Jp claimed, 
be identified by rolatives of Mookie as 
ones that he has had in his possession for 
years. This, if suffictent, May discount 
the importance that is attached to the’ 
finding of the coins. 

The following letter has been addressed 
to the Crown Attorney: 

Napanee, July 21, 1898. 
W. S. Herrington, Napance: 

Dear Sir.~-Queen vy. Mackie; On behalf 
of prisoner Maokieo, we beg to apply, 
through you, for the return to him of 
the money taken from him at the time 
of his arrest, It is required by him for 
the purpose of making provision for his 
family and also to defray expenses in 
connection with his defence. It seems to 
us that Maokile is entitled to have this 
money restored to him unless the Orown 
regards this monoy itself as part of the 
Crown evidence, If you give us your 
personal assurance that you require his 
actual money as material evidence in 
behalf of the Crown, we will, of course, 
accept your assurance and waive further 
claim to it, but, in the absence of such 
assurance, we will insist on its return. 
We onoclose Mackie's ordor for it, Yours

No one would want 
such a boy around the house—ws philoso- 
pher at 20, a solentist at 16, am archao- 
ologist at 10 and a domestio nuisance all 
the time. An oak crowded into an acorn.

Besides that, if you took life over again 
you woyld have to take its deep sadnesses 
over again, Would-you want to try again 
the griefs, and tho heartbreaks, and the 
bereayemoents through which you have 
gone? What a mercy that we shall never. 
be called to suffer thom again! We may 
have others bad enough, but those old 
ones neyer again. Would you want to go 
through the procoss of losing your father 
ngain, or your mother again, or your 
companion In life again, or your child 
again? If you were pormitted to stop at 
the sixtloth milestone, or tho fiftieth mile- 
stone, or the fortieth milestone and re- 
trace your steps to the twentieth, your 
experience would be something like mine 
one Noyember day in Italy. I walked 
through a great city with a friond and 
two guides, and there were in all the city 
only four persons, and they wero those of 
our own group. Wo went up and down 
the streets. Wo ontered the houses, the 
museums, the temples, the theatres. We 
oxaminod the wonderful pictures on the 
walls and the most exquisite mosaic on 
the floor, in the streets were the deop 
Worn ruts of wagons, but not a wagon in 
the city.

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| An Interview With Assayer Wells. 


In « modest little building on a modest 
little streev is located that for which the 
Bolleville people so long hoped for and so 
persistently agitated—the Assay Office. 
Here the pleasant-mannored, boyish-looking 
assayor resolyes strange-looking rocks into 
, their various constituents and brings joy 
and triumph or bitter disappointment to 
the prospector. 





When the reporter of the INTELLIGENCER 
called yesterday afternoon Mr. Wells + as 
standing over his ‘*cookstove” stirring so © 
strange compound which was sputter \g 
and sizzling ins pot, with apparently os 
much concern as a good house wife would 
manifest in the preparation of a Sunduy 
dinner. When the mixture had been ie- 
duced to the proper degree of consistency, 
Mr. Wells consented to*be interviewed. 

In reply toa question as to what hid 
been done so far, he stated that during (‘16 
two weeks he had been in operation ‘ie 
had made fourteen assays, which had kept 
him pretty busy. 
were of gold, two of nickel and the others 
of copper, silver and other less important 
minerals, Some of the specimens were 
rich, none of them remarkably so, and the 
majority were poor. 

Have you analyzed any specimens | f 
corundum so far, Mr, Wells.?,” enquir | 
the reporter, ‘* No, corundum is not on t.e 
list of minerals which I am instructed ‘5 
analyze. However, I will make a duplica.e 
analysis of any specimens, of couradum at 
$4.00. I have seen a few specimens found 
iz. this county, but so far none of them 
seems to be rich,” When asked as to the 
economic uses of corundum, he stated that 
it was used principally in the manufacture 
of aluminium. Mr. Wells produced a 
beautifully shaped orange tray, made of 
this latter substance and remarked at the 
same time that although so fragile in ap- 
pearance, it could withstand a heat of 
11 )° centigrade. 


He also showed some samples of carbor- 
undum, manufactured at Niagara Falls, N. 
Y., from which carbide, used in the pro- 
duction of acetylene gas, is made, The ele- 
ments of carborundum are simply sand and 
sawdust, yet the finished material is so 
beautiful that it is largely used as setting 
in ladies’ pins and other ornamerts. 


Mr. Wells expressed the opinion that the 
specimens supplied by the North Hastings 
prospectors would not be sufficient to keep 
him employed, and that unless the Mich- 
ipicoten and Wahnipital prospectors could 
be interestcd’in the office, that the Govern- 
ment would hardly feel justified in keep- 
ing it open. However, Mr. Wells com- 
bines the enthusiasm of youth with great 
natural ability and a wide experience in 
his work, and it isto be hoped that his 
efforts will beJappreciated by the prospect- 
ors of this region, and that all the strug- 
gles to secure an assay office here will not 
prove to have been in vain. 

Mr. Wells has not yet had an opportun- 
ity of examining the Madoc and other 
northern properties any further back than 
Marmora,’ altogether he is thoroughly 
acquainted with the mineral possibilities of 
the adjoining County of Renfrew.

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Ald. Denmark's by-law, under which it 
is proposed to alter the system of civic 
representation, will be introduced in the 
City Council at Monday night's sitting. 

The change proposed by the by-law is 
that the Council shall be composed of the 
Mayor and one Alderman for each one 
thousand of the population, according to 
the census of 1891, to be elected by the 
electors of the municipality as 4 whole ; 
this by-law to be submitted to the votes of 
the ratepayers for their decision. 

It is reported that a number of the 
Aldermen will oppose the submission of 
this by-law to the people--why, we are 
at aloss to imagine. They, like other 
citizens, will have a voice in the matter, 
and for them to refuse the people the priv- 
ilege of declaring—as the law gives them 
the right to do—whether they desire a 
change in the method of choosing the 
administrators of their affairs, will be go- 
ing beyond their duty. 

Twice the electors have declared in favor 
of a reiuction in the number of Wards and 
consequently of Aldermen, and twice the 
Council have declined to give effect to the 
will of the people. A third refusal to obey 
the popular verdict will not be borne so 
patiently as were the others. 

It is for the people to decide in this 
matter—not the Aldesmen.

The hero of Napanee at present is 
County Constable Edward Sills, who a 
year ago ‘‘spotted’’ Holden as a auspiol- 
ous charactor, und brought him from 
Boston as one of the robbers of the bank. 
The yordant reputation of Chief Adams 
as a provider of law and order is oust 
into the shade by this latest achieve- 
ment of Sills, C.C. 

Constable Sills is a short but com- 
paotly builé man, giving the impression 
of being able to put up a good fight. He 
Wears a brown mustache and is slightly 
bald. Ho bas a frank, open countenance 
and eyes that sparkle with fun. Womon 
would call him ‘‘a handsome man'’ and 
inen ‘‘a good; square hea d,’’ 


A Talk With Mr, Sills. 


The reporter found the Constable In his 
room at the Paisley House, and beard 
from him a graphic description of his 
‘rip to Hoston and return, Mr, Sills 
termed his trip “a liberal eduocation,’’ 
ind spoke flatteringly of tho reception 
given him by the American police. It 
would not surprise many if Mr. Sills 
resigned bis present position and went 
into the detective business. By the force 
in town he is considered a steady man, 
suro and resourceful. What little exveri- 
ence he has bad in the county bas shown 
hin to possess the detective instinct in a 
high degres. Speaking of Prisoner 
Holden, tho constable said: ‘'Lhat man's 
one of the cleverost crooks in the wor'd. 
Ho was at one time mechanical superin- 
tendent of tho Montreal street railway. 
ile was bred in Montreal, though born 
in tho United States. In the 90's he was 
t sailor up and down the Canadian 
lakes. He. was on the eve of his depart- 
ure fof South Carolina to reside perman- 
ently when arrested."’ 


A Positive Identification, 


“Were you abled to identify the 
prisoner?’’ the reporter asked, 
**Yos, « positiyely,’’ replied the con- 


stable, as De pulled placidly at his pipe. 
‘IT had seon him in Napanee soven days 
before the Napanoe bank was robbed, I 
irrested Pare und Holden in Napanoce. 
On thelr persons I found several bits of 
Wire und a cartridge of coppers, hey 
miye their names as Bellinger and 
Howard respootivoly. 

“At the time the bank was robbed, I 
stiggested that these two crooks had had 
(finger In jt, but it was not taken up 
oberguticully by those im oharge, Now it 
seems as if they were the pivot points of 
the whole gamo.”' 

And the constable wore a disappointed 
cxpression, as if he mused upon what 
night have beon. 

Constable Sills is staying right in 
town and working up the evidence.

A Detective Talks to the In- 
telligencer at Napanee. 





He Speaks Considerably, but Says 
Little--Claims that the Detectives 
Have Been Maligned-- Ponton Seen 
ata Window. 


While in Napanee Saturday, a member of 
the INTeLLIGENCER staff mot and talked 
with one of the detectives who was 
uistrumental in the arrest of Mr. W. H. 
Ponton on both occasions. He was asked 
how about Holden's corroboration of 
Pare's supposed confession? ‘The detect- 
ive replied, ** We do not want corrobora- 
tion from Holden. Confessions fiom 
known criminals do not go for much.” 
The detective then plied the question, 
* Would not exhibits be of greater value 
in cases of this kind?’ We were forced 
to confess that, if exhibits were forthcom 
ing and were of value, they would be more 
useful than criminal confessions. ‘This 
same detective is highly incensed against a 
portion of the Canad lan press, and claims 
that the scenes enacted at Napanee during 
and after the trial, and since Ponton's 
last arrest are not fair to himsolf and 
others in trying to ferret out the criminals. 
He talks of inducing his agency to proceed 
against the Oanadian papors whon the 
trial is over, and claims he is not getting 
British fair play. 

Ponton was seen by several young men 
ata window in the gaol.

**Mack"’ in Saturday Night Gives His 
Views of the Case, 

The following is a synopsis of ‘* Mack's ” 
views on the Napanee bank robbery case :

say that I think no man who had faith in 
Ponton at the time of his first arrest has

What induced Pare w confess ‘Lhat 
breed of a man dovs not squeal on his pals 
without some inducement, and surely this 
notorious pick-lock, caught with his plun- 
der hidden ou his premises, was not svar 


auteed immunity or clom@ncy for admit- 
ting facts already possessed by the detect- 
ives! What startling information had he 
to sell, and was it truo or false? Lt was not 
evidence against himself, for the detectives 
had to search his house again and again, 
break up his furniture, and finally split up 
a coal-box in the woodshed to find the stol- 
en money, It was not evidence against his 
partner, Holden, for the detectives already 
hada man watching his Wouse in Boston, 
aud it was proposed to arrest the two sim- 
ultaneously. It was not evidence against 
his sister, who was already under arrest. 
This ingenious mechanic, this draughts- 
man, this man who had served two terms 
in penitentiary and who once before picked 
a combination lock without possessing the 
secret, found himself, his sister and his 
Boston partner all in the toils and most of 
their plunder seized. He could do nothing. 
But he could talk, What could he say that 
would be of any use to him? Whether Pon- 
ton was innocent or guilty, Pare knew just 
how useful would be a confession implicat- 
ing that young man. He confessed and im- 
plicated him, It remains to be seen wheth- 
er he was promised anything on making 
this true or fulse accusation, 


On Tuesday, in the World, we find that 
Ponton in gaol reads magavines and is not 
given dally papers, while Pare ‘* finds 
much pleasure in reading the reports to be 
found in the World.” | Why should one 
prisoner be permitted to educate himself 
in the developments of the case and not 
the other? In the same issue of the World 
these lines also appear, in reference to 
Pare : 


**He is not charmed with his quarters, 
and asked the gaoler where the furniture 
was. The opinion is current that Pare 
would be safe even out on the lawa before 
the gaol. He has everything to gain by 
staying right here. 


What is it that makes the youth Ponton 
the prime criminal in the eyes of the law, 
instead of Pare, the twice-conyicted and 
much-wanted burglar, or Holden, also 
twice a seven years map and long sought 
after for unpunished offences? Is it be- 
cause of Ponton’s suit for damages, and 
because of the bonds of the guarantee com- 
pany ? What have these civil suits to do 
with this criminal matter? Ponton may 
be guilty, and if he is he will be convicted 
and suffer just punishment, but in the 
meantime the general public would prefer 
that the Crown should prosecute and be- 
come responsible for all the evidence that 
is put forward against him, that it should 
gather and develop that evidence and not 
leave matters in interested hands. If it 
were known that a provinzial detective 
were on the spot to supervise each import- 
ant s‘ P there would be a better feeling 
throughout the country. 


An official is quoted by one correspond- 
ent as saying that there is evidence enough 
to ‘‘convict Ponton over and over again.” 
If it is so, very well. If heis guilty then 
his offence is the greater that he, who has 
been held in such confidence by so many 
people, should after all be undeserving of 
such confidence ; but let us hope that the 
evidence is not of the class that was brought 
against hlm on the previous occasion, and 
that the words of the criminal Pare will 
have no weight whatever unless unmistak- 
ably corroborated by other evidence which 
that shrewd person could not haye create i 
for his own succor. Pare and his gang are 
generally suspected of the T'renton burg- 
lary, and it is argued that if Pare worked 
the ‘Trenton vault without ‘‘inside influ- 
ence” he also could handle the Napanee 
vault without the criminal aid of a bank 
clerk. 


Why this anxiety to pronounce those 
tools new--used once But not twice 7 
Apparently because if it turns out that 
Pare and his gang of accomplished pick- 
locks plundered the Trenton vault by 
means of their unaided skill, the inference 
will be that they also were unaided in 
plundoring the exactly similar yault and 
safe at Napunee, and the case against Pon- 


ton loses almost its entire force. It will 
be seen, then, that this whole case is so 
tromendously complicated that it is no 


longer safe to leave it in the hands of pri- 
vate investigators or to officers or detectives 
who are not completely and _ directly 
responsible to the Attorney-General, I 
have sometimes criticized Provincial 
Detective Murray, yet it would reassure 
the public if he were sent down to take 
this case out ot uuoflicial hands—cither he 
or Grier or Rogers,

Talk About Ponton and Mackie--The 
Prisoners Change Cells--Fair 
Play For Ponton. 





(Speolal to the Globe) 

Napanee, July 24.—The Pinkerton de- 
tectives, employed on the bank robbery 
case, to-day announced thal their work had 
been corarlited and that they were ready 
at any time for the preliminary inyestiga- 
tion. Mr. Porter, the ex-teller’s counsel, 
yosterday received a call from one of the 
most wealthy residents of Belleville, and 
was told that the bail bonds were not to be 
issued unless they bure the visitor's name, 
and, if necessarys ho would willingly give 
bonds for the entire sum—$10,000. ‘vhis 
is an indication of the feeling in favor of 
the youngest prisoner, a feeling which, 
strong as it was at the last trial, has boon 
greatly intensified since then, Mr. 
Herrington is in charge of the prosecution, 
and thore need be no fear that Ponton will 
not see fair play.

Other subjects are described of minor 
importance, except provisions for the 
conveyance of officers of one country 
through the territory of the other. 

Eight of these subjects are to be 
classed as outstanding matters in dispute 
between both countries, to which are 
added the latter points and the question 
of reoiproolty. 


What the U. 8. Ie Most Tavereated In. 


What the United States is most 
interested in is the sealing industry in 
Behring Sea. If Canada agrees to sell 
out its interest to the United States, and 
withdraw its fur-senl fishing fleet, the 
American commissioners will doubtless 
be willing to accotio something substantial 
in return. In regard to the Atlantio 
fisheries, the most, probably, that Canada 
could consent to would be to retain the 
three-milo Himit as at present, but to 
extend to the United States full freedom 
to enter Canadian ports and purchase 
supplies, bait and whatever they might 
desire in addition to the privilege of 
exporting their catch in bond. In other 
words, the American fishermen would 
have all the advantages that the Cana- 
dian fishermen would have exoept that 
the territory within the three-mile limit 
Would be reseryed for Canada, 

Mining Rights, 

Americans now obtain in Canada all 
the mining rights that a Canadian can 
hold, so that some conoessions will be 
looked for from the United States, whose 
laws prevent aliens holding claims, eto, 

In respect to the bonding privileges 
and the alion labor laws, both countries 
are about equally interested, and both 
are anxious for an amicable settlement. 

As for the Alaska boundary, the same 
thing might be said, although with the 
present rush to the Klondike and the 
offorts made to aeyelop that region, 
Canada is looking for some concessions, 
which might well be given in return for 
conoossions to be acceded by Canada in 
connection with the Atlantic and Paoifio 
fishories, 

As to naval yessols on the lakes, there 
cannot possibly be any very serious differ- 
ence of opinion, nor will there be any 
desire -to refuse proyisions to conyey 
persons in custody of otticers of one 
country through the territory of the 
other,

The Matter in a Nutshell. 

The whole question then narrows 
itself down to this: 

How much can Canada get in the way 
of a better trade arrangement with the 
United States if she withdraws her sealing 
feet from Behring Sea? Somothing 
substantial to the Canadian farmer in 
the way of free hay or freo barley will be 
necessary even as a political argument 
before the Canadian commissioners could 
accede to putting a step to its sealing 
industry. Canada might also give free 
coal for free lumber. If all this be 
accomplished, it is not only about as 
much as is looked for in official quarters, 
but is certainly*thought to be about all 
that ought to be pressed for, becauso the 
United States Senate probably would 
throw out any extensive reciprocity 
treaty. 

The conference will sit at Quebeo, but 
the treaty, if such a consummation can 
be reached, will be signed in Ottawa. 
Extensive arrangements are now on foot 
to glvo the American commissioners a 
good time, Nothing will be wanting in 
the program to entertain them during 
their stay at tho Ancient Capital nor 
after haying reached Ottawa. Tho con- 
ference is expected to last fully three 
weeks,

No one will answer in the aftii.native 
nol even, we venture to say, the oflicia's 
who have administered the law. 

There is not even an assemblance of 
justice in such a course of procedure, the re- 
sult of which must be to encourage harden- 
ed offenders to violate the law in the future, 
as.they have done in the past, the only 
penalty being a fine for # first offence iin- 
posed occasionally. A strong incitement 18 
thus offered to others to do the same. 

Surely itis time for a change in this 
regard. : 

As Mr. Cockram is in a communicativo 
mode, will he please tell the public how 
often he has been fined for yiclations of 
the liquor law / 

The Police Magistrate tells us he was 
‘instructed to see these gentlemen, and so 
inform them,” i. e. that they who pleaded 
guilty would be dealt with as if for a “first 
offence.” It would be well to know who 
has the right to instruct a Police Magis- 
trate to see offenders against the law and 
tell them how to avoid penalties imposed 
by the law. A Judge is supreme and 
should so remain. 

Mr. Flint’s. “kindness” led him to do 
that which his better judgement will sug- 
gest, he should not have done.

This is, no doubt, all good fun for the 
INTELLIGNCER ; but to many of the old 
Liberals who used to take these Oart- 
wrightian asseverations seriously, the facts 
that these statements present carry dis- 
appointment. They are hapeliy— weny 
of them—without Elansard ; and thus can 
forget with some success just what it was 
that the Liberal leaders used to say with 
so much unction; and herein lies the 
cruelty of the’ INTELLIGENCER’s action jn 
bringing these emphatic declarations back 
to their pleasantly torpid memories. In 
those fine and free old days, these Liberals 
of the constituencies, who expected neither 
office nor anything else of personal gain 
from the change of Government, read the 
reports of the Parliamentary debates with 
a<een enjoyment. Plainly, the Tories 
were altogether bad, and the Liberals al- 
together good. They know ib; for had 
they not befcre them the bad deeds of the 
Tories, and ihe good promises of the 
Liberals ? Mowat gave them a little anxiety 
sometimes ; but Mowat was acannier legis- 
lutor than Hardy and did not often dim 
their bright illusion that all the virtue was 
in one party and all the lack of it in tho 
other.

Yeb the 
resources of the kingdom are such that a 
local enterprise, ‘‘The Sea Bathing & 
Visitor’s Club Oompany, ~ Limited’’ 
(espoolally the bathing!), possesses, or is 
about to possess, a capital ab the present 
market valuation of well over ton mil- 
lions sterling. It 18 neodless to add that 
the fur-famed ‘‘tables'’? are reckoned in 
the stock-in-trade ewned by the company, 
in addition to the attractions implied by 
the title, but oftem neglected, of dipping 
in the sea and reading the newspapers. 
Those opportunities the company dees 
not offer to the resident pepulation, as it 
has been ordained that ‘'dog shall not 
eat dog,’’ and the natives have to club 
where their economics are less endan- 
gered, 

‘Lhe late ‘‘Pers'’ Blanc laid the found- 
ation of this enormous undoertuking in 
1863, and the business started with a 
fifty years’ concession, granted by the 
late Prince Charles III, which weuld 
have expired in the ordinary course on 
April 1 (auspicious day!), 1913, In return 
for this, the Prince of Menage has ever 
since received the substantial stipend of 
$25,000 per annum. Seme speculation 
was indulged in whem the present ruler 
asconded the threne of the Grimaldis, in 
1890, as to whother his attitude would be 
as favorable to the Monte Carlo concern 
as was his predecosser’s, and at ene time 
a sinking fund was ostablished, which, 
however, was not leng preceeded with, 
All deubts on this soere have recently 
been set at rest by Prince Albert grant- 
ing an extension te the year 1948, for 
which he is to vecolve $2,000,000 down 
and a furthor $8,000,000 im 10918. 

In additien to the annuity and these 
oash payments, the company defrays the 
expenses of the Government, both spirit- 
ual and temporal, the schools, the {courts 
of law, the army, the police, even the 
firemen, besides its contributions to the 
carnivals and regattas at the Riviera 
towns.

his Canadian tour in 1860, Lady Minto 
is still one of the best lady skaters in 
England, a recreation which she prac: 
tised and graduated in at Ottawa. 

The Elliot family haye always been to 
the front in political appointments in 
England, having furnished Ministers of 
the Crown, Ambassadors and envoys 
without end, 

Tho family residence at Hawiok, Rox- 
burghshire is among the best known of 
the great places in the lowlands of Scot- 
land,

takon in regard to the Bay Bridge, Ald. 
Bogart oxplained that Mr, Anderson, 
Reeve of Ameliasburg, met the Hxecutive 
on Friday night and intimated that the 
Township would take no action whatever, 
so the Committee did not think it wise for 
the city to go ahead alone. 

In connection with the recommendation 
that the City pay half the cost of the pro- 
posed roadway to Queen Victoria Park. 
Ald. Bogart explained that the dredge had 
got through on Thursday and the only 
thing for it to do was to work at the road- 
way. It was thought that if the dredge 
was once taken away, we might never get 
it back. Mr. Lee, the engineer, estimated 
that the cost would be $1,009. The 
Harbor Commissioners offer to pay one- 
half so that leaves only $500 for the city 
te pay. 

Ald. Grills asked if the bridge would be 
safe after the $500 had been exponded. 

The Mayor said that the estimated cost 
to make a permanent roadway was $1,009. 
We would really yet $3,500 worth of work 
for $500, for the services of the dredge 
were worth at loast $80 per day. 

Ald. Doyle did not object to the utiliza- 
tion of the Island, but he objected to the 
City taking any responsibility without a 
report froma competent engineer, 

Ald. Wallace sarcastically enquired if 
the Bay Bridge was not the work of one 
of those ** competent engineers.” 

‘The Mayor referred to the good material 
being thrown up by the dredge.

The item passed, It was decided to

Ald. Panter asked when the sidewalk on 
Dunbar St. was to be repaired. Ald. Har- 
ris said it would be done in the proper 
routine, 


Ald. Starling asked about a sidewalk on 
Queen St. Ald. Harris said it was to be 
attended to at onze, 


Ald, Bogart moved, seconded by Ald. 
Wallace, that the rules be suspended io 
order to allow for the introduction of a By- 
law to enter into an agreement with Frank 
A. Mitchell. The agreement was read and 
is essentially the same as the synopsis al- 
ready published in the InreLLiGENcer. 


aii Dorie and Panter thought each A lder- 
man should be furnished with a copy of 
the agreement. 


The yote on Ald. Bogart’s motion was 
a8 follows: Yeas—Ashley, Bogart, Chis- 
holm, Clarke, Denmark, Falkiner, Hun- 
gerford, Luscombe, Naylor, Petty, Star- 
ling and Wallace—12, Nays - Doyle, Fin- 
negan, Grills, Harris, La Roche, Lott and 
Panter —7.

Out Without the Aid of Money. 


Reported Recognition of Mackie as a 
Companion of Pare and Holden-- 
Movements of Detectives--False 


Rumors Contradicted,.

Naraner, July 27.—Whon bail was 
offered for Mr. W. HL. Ponton's release 
this morning, he informed his friends that 
he would not accept their kind offices on 
his behalf. He furcter said, “1 will 
remain right here until I can get out 
without the aid of money.”

Napanee, July 27, 2.15 p. m.—Tho Mag- 
istrate appeared at the parlor of turnkey 
Clarke at the gaol at 1.80 to grant bail to 
tho prisoner W. H. Pouton.

The Firat "Old Glory” to Wave on Porto 
Ktico Soll Kun Up at Port Guanton 
Fighting Yaoht Glotoostor Took the 
Lead and Successfully Landed the 
First of Gen, Miles’ VPorces on the 


Island War News. 


Port Guanioa, Island of Porto Rico, 
July 95, via the Island of St, Thomas, 
July 26.—Tho United Statoa military 
oxpodition, whioh lefé Guantanamo on 
Thursday, landod hore succossfully to-day 
after a akirmish with the Spanish troops 
No Americans wore killed. The whole 
of General Brooko's foroes, with the Now 
Orleans, Annapolis, Cincinnati, Leyden 
and Wasp, aro oxpoctod within 24 hours 
Tho ships lefé Guantanamo Bay sud- 
donly on Thursday oyening with the 
Massachusetts, commanded by Captain 
KF. J. Higginson, leading Captain 
Higginvon was in charge of the nayal 
expodition, which consisted of tho 
Columbia; Dixie, Gloucester and Yale. 
General Miles was on board tho last 
named yessel, The yoyago from Guantan- 
amo Bay to this port was wneventful. At 
noon yesterday Genoral Milos called for a 
consultation, announcing that he was 
determined not to go by San Juan Oapo, 
but to go by. Mona Passage inatead, and 
fhore surpriso tho Spanish and deceive 
thoir military authorities. The course 
was then changed and the Dixie was 
sont to warn Gen. Brooke at Cape San 
Juan, 

Port Guanica, also written Guanioo, 
has been fully desoribed by Lieut. 
Whitney, of General Milos’ staff, who 
recently made an adventurous tour of 
Porto Rico. Ponce, which is altuated a 
distance from this port, variously 
estimated at from 10 to 15 miles, is to 
the eastward and a harder place to take. 
In addition, the water at Ponce is too 
shallow for the transports to be able to 
get olose in shore. Then again, Ponce 
itsolf is some little distance from where 
the troops would haye been able to land 
if that point had been selected for the 
debarkation of the expedition. 

One adyantage of this place is that it is 
situated olose to the railroad connecting 
with Ponoe, which means of transporta- 
tion the troops hope to secure to-day. 

Gloucester Took the Lead. 

Early this morning the Gloucester, in 
charge of Licautonant Commander Wain- 
wright, formerly of the Maine, and one 
of ti herocs of tho naval battle off 
Santiago de Cuba, steamod into Guanica 
tarbor in order to reconnoitre the place, 
With the floot waiting outside, the gal- 
lant ttle fighting yavht Gloucester 
braved tho mines which were supposed 
to be in the harbor, and, upon sounding, 
found that there wore five fathoms of 
water cloge in shore, 

Guanica {8 a quiet place, surrounded 
by cultivated lands. In the rear are high 
mountains and close to the beach nestles 
1 villages of about 20 houses. 

The Spaniards were completely taken 
by surprise. Almost the first they knew 
of the approach of the army of invasion 
was in tho announcement contained in 
the tiring of a gun from the Gloucester, 
saucily demanding that the Spaniards 
haul down the flag of Spain, which was 
lloating, from a flagstatY in front of a 
blockhouso standing to the east of the 
village. Tho first couple of three-pounders 
woro fired into tho hills right and left 
of the bay, and in order to scare tho 
enomy, as the fighting yaoht purposely 
ivoided firing into the town, lest her 
proectiles hurt the women and childron, 

The Gloucester then hove to within 
about 600 yards of the shore and lowered 
4 launch haying on board a oolt rapid 
licring gun and 80 men under the com- 
mand of Lieut. Huse, and she was sent 
ashore without encountering any opposl- 
tion, 

"Old Glory’ Holsted, 

Quarter-Master Bock thoreupon told 
Yeoman Lacy to hau] down the Spanish 
flag, which was done, and they then 
rilsed on the flagstaff the first United 
States flag to float over Porto Rioan soil. 

Suddenly about 80 Spaniards opened 
fire with Mauser rifles on the American 
party. Lieut. Huse and his men 
responded with great gallantry, the colt 
gun dojng cTective work, Norman, who 
received Admiral Cervyera’s surrender, 
and Wood, a yolunteer lieutenant, shared 
the honors with Liont. Huse. Almost 
immediately after the Spaniards fired on 
the Amoricans the Gloucester opened 
fire on thé enemy with all her three- 
pounders and six-pounders which could 
be brought to bear, shelling the town 
and also dropping shells into the hills to 
the west of Guanica, whero a number of 
Spanish cavalry were to be seen hasten- 
ing toward the spot whore the Americans 
had landed. Lient. Huse then throw upa 
\ttlo fort, which he gamed Fort Wain- 
wright.

Told the Same Yarn Years Ago and 
Tried to Incriminate a Montreal 
Bank Manager--Mr. Cullen Says 
Pare is the Shrewdest Criminal in 
America, but That Holden has 
«Much Manliness.’’ 


(Montreal Herald, July 28.) 

Ex-Chief of Detectives, Andrew Cullen, 
forty-years an honored member Of the 
police force of Montreal, and one of the 
greatest criminolugists in America, made 
a statement this morning in connection 
with the Napanee Bank burglary case, 
which is the most important that has yet 
been given out in favor of the accused, W. 
H, Ponton. 

I called upon Mr, Cullen at his residence, 
and in answer to a question he said ; 

‘*Yos, I know Pare very well, and am 
not at allsuprised to hear that he is at 
the bottom of the bank burglary in Napa- 
nee, but I do not for one moment believe 
a word he has spoken in connection with 
Ponton. I will give you my reasons :

MR DOUGHERTY 
INTERVIEWED, 


(Mau and Empire.) 


Detective Dougherty ‘is still at the 
Queen's hotel, and last night a reporter 
showed him the statement made by Mr. 
Oulien, 

‘*T never heard of Detective Cullen,” 
said he. ** Detective Carpenter, who has 
been connected with this cise, is a man 
known throughout America, but I must 
confess isyso'f obliged to ask, * Who is 
Oullen ?’ 

** What he has to say is of little conse- 
quence, since he has no connection with 
the case, and knows nothing of Pare's con- 
fession, except such scraps as may have 
appeared in the newspapers. 

‘**T suppose it's this way. You show a 
detective a picture of a man and tell him 
he's a crook, and the detective will look 
wise and say, ‘I've seen that face before.’ 
Ten to one he has neyer seen him before, 
bub still he must keep up his professional 
reputation, Similarly, if we interviewed 
all the ex-detectives in Canada, we should 
get forty-six different opinions, because 
every man would think himself in duty 
bound to give an opinion, whether he 
had one or not, 

INSPIRED BY THE DEFENCE. 

‘*Tt is my opinion that the inspiration 
for Mr, Cullen's statement comes from 
Ponton’s friends, who are engaged in 
working up the case for the defence, or 
from some other motive. Whatever Mr. 
Cullen may have known about Pare in the 
past does not affect the Crown's case 
against the prisoners at Napanee one iota. 


** We do not claim that Pare is an ex- 
emplary character. He does not claim so 
himself. Supposing that Ponton were 
poly of putting up a job to rob the 

minion Bank, would he be likely to get 
clergymen or members of the Y.M,C.A. to 
help him, or would he bring in a crook ? 

PARE'S STORY REMARKABLE, 

“‘T do not believe that it is within tho 
power ofany man to construct out of his 
own imagination so’circumstantial a story 
as Pare tells. He gave details which we 
detectives never could have thought of, 
and it is not possible to think that he in- 
vented them. Many of these details have 
since been corroborated by outside evidence 
and I trust that no one believes us to be so 
incompetent as to present Pare's state- 
ment without a mass of corroborative 
testimony. 


“Let us look‘at the matter as it stands. 
The bank was informed by Lawyer Lyons, 
of Belleville, just how the robbery was 
about to take place. A crook was to be 
brought from the other side, it was stated, 
and he was to be assisted by an employee 
of the bank, who could not only give in- 
formation as to the ccmbinations, but as 
to the sum of money in the vault. Then 
we find the vault was opened without a 
scratch being made upon it, and the safe 
door is similarly got through. Ponton’s 
drawer in the safe is opened without vio- 
lence, and the lock then tampered with to 
create an impression that it had been brok- 
en into. Itdoes not require Pare’s con- 
fession to make these facts clear. 


HOLDEN’S POSITION. 


“For a man who has had nothing to do 
with the case Mr. Cullen is venturing a 
good deal when he says that Holden will 
contradict Pare. We have not bothered 
much with Holden, but his remarks cer- 
tainly do not give that impression. How- 
ever, the evidence is in the Crown's hands 
and after it is presented the public will be 
at liberty to criticise it. We are satisfied 
that we haye done our duty, and as the 
public does not employ us, we are satisfied 
in retaining the confidence of our em- 
ployers.” 

[Because Mr. Cullen is unknown to De- 
tective Dougherty it does not follow that 
he is unknown to fame in Canada. He 
tracked and brought to justice Whelan, 
the murderer of Thos. D'Arcy McGee. He 
was for many years Ohief Superintendent 
of the Montreal Detective force, and was 
honorably retired on a superannuation 
allowance at his own request. He is a man 
whose record never had a stain cast on it. 
Such a man is Andrew Cullen—an honor 
to Canada and to his profession.—Ep, In

In tracing out tho roligion of sectarian- 
ism or bigotry I find that a great deal of 
it comes from wrong education in the 
home circle. There are parents who do 
not think it wrong to caricature and jeer 
the peculiar forms of religion in the 
world and denounce other sects and other 
donominations. It 1s very often the caso 
that that kind of education acts just op- 
posite to what was expected, and the 
emidren grow up and after awhile go 
and seo for thomselyes, and, looking in 
those churches and finding that the peo- 
ple ate good there and they love God and 
keep his commandmonts, by natural re- 
action they go and join those vyery 
ohurches. I could mention the names of 
prominent ministers of the gospel who 
spont thelr whole lives bombarding other 
denominations and who lived to see their 
children preach the gospel in those very 
denominations. Hut it is often the case 
that bigotry starts in a housshold, dha 
that tho subject of it never recovers. 
There are tens of thousands of bigots 10 
years old. 

I think sectarianism and bigotry also 
rise from too great prominence of any one 
denomination in a community. All the 
other denominations are wrong and his 
denomination 1s right because his denom- 
ination is the most wealthy or the most 
popular or the most influential, and it is 
‘our’ church, and ‘‘eur’’  roligious 
organization, and ‘‘our’’ ohoir, and 
“our? minister, and the man tosses his 
head and wants other denominations to 
know their places. It Js a great doal bet- 
ter In any community when the great 
denominations of Christians are about 
equal in power, marching side by side for 
the world’s conquest. Mere outside pros- 
pority, mere worldly power, is no evidence 
that the ohurch is acceptable to God, 
Better a barn with Christ in the manger 
than a cathedral with magnificent har- 
monies rolling through the long drawn 
aisle and an angel from hoeayen in the 
pulpit if there be no Chirst in the ohan- 
cel and no Christ in the robes, 

Bigotry is often the ohild of ignorance. 
You seldom find a man with large intel- 
leot who is a bigot. It is the man who 
thinks he knows a great deal, but does 
not. That man Is almost always a bigot. 
Tho whole tendency of education and 
civilization is to bring a man out of that 
kind of state of mind and heart. There 
was in the far cast a great obelisk, and 
one side of the obelisk was white, another 
side of the obelisk was green, another side 
of the obelisk was blue, and trayolers 
went and looked af that obelisk, but they 
did not walk around it. One man looked 
at once side another at another side, and 
they came home, each one looking at only 
ono sido, and they happened to meet, the 
story says, and they got into a rank quar- 
rel about the color of that obelisk. One 
man said it was white, another man said 
it was green, anothor man sald it was 
blue, and when they wore in the very heat 
of the controversy a more intelligent 
travoler camo and sald: ‘Gentlemen, I 
havo seon that obolisk, and you aro all 
right, and you are all wrong. Why didn’t 
you all walk around the obelisk?’ 

Look out for the man who sees only 
ono alde-of a roligious truth. Look out 
for the man who never walks around 
about these great theorles of God and 
eternity and the dead, He will be a bigot 
ineyitably—the mun who only'sees one 
side. ‘There is no man more to be pitied 
than he who has in his hoad just one 
idea—no more, no less. More light, less 
sectarianism. ‘Uhere is nothing that will 
so soon kill bigotry as sunshine—God's 
sunshine, 

So Lhave set beforo you what I con- 
sider to bo the causes of bigotry. I have 
sot boforo you the orlain of this great 
evil. What are somo of the banoful offects? 
First of all, it cripples investigation. You 
are wrong, and I am right, and that ends 
it. No taste for exploration, no spirit of 
Inyostigation, From tho glorious realm of 
God's truth, over which an archangel 
might fly from eternity to eternity and 
not reach the limit, the man shuts him- 
self out and dies, a blind mole under a 
corn shock. It stops all investigation. 

While each denomination of Christians 
is to prosont all the truths of the Bible, 
It seoms to mo that God has given to 
cach denomination an especial mission to 
give particular emphasis to some one 
doctrine, and so the Culyiniatic ohurches 
inust present the sovereignty of God, 
and tho Arminian ohurches muat present 
man’s freo agency, and tho Kpiscopal 
churches muet present the importance of 
rp der and solemn ceromony, and the Bap- 
“churches must prosent tho necossity 
nf o, dimanoces, and the VCongrogational 
church wish present the responsibility of 
the jndiy: 4Ual momber, and Lhe Methodist 
church mus’ #how what holy enthysiasm, 
heurty congrag@tional singing, can uocom- 
plish. While each donomination of Chris- 
tians must sot forth all tho dootrinos of 
the Hible, I frel {€ is especially inoum- 
bent apon each denontination to pub par 
tleular emphass¥ on some one doctrine, 

Another great dimogée dono by the 
soctarianisin and bigetry of the church is 
that it disgusts pooplo with the Christian 
religion, Now, my friends, the church of 
God was neyor intended for a war bar- 
rack. Paoplo are afraid of « riot, You go 
down the astreed, and you see an oxcite 
mont and missiles flying through the alr, 
and you hear the ahock of flroarma Do 
you, the poaceful and industrious oltizen, 
go through that atrect? Oh, no! You will 
aay, “I'll go around the blook.'’ Now, 
men come and look upon this narrow 
path to heaven. and somotimes see the 
coclosinsticnal brickbats flying overy 
whitner, and they say: “‘Woll, I guess 
I'll take the broad road, There is so much 
sharpshooting eon the narrow road I guess 
Tit try the broad road("' 

Yrancla I. so hated the Lutherans that 
hoe said that if he thought there was one 
drop of Lutheran blood in bis yoing he 
would punoture thom and lot that drop 
out. Just as long «as thore is so much 
hospility between denomination and de- 
nomination or between one professed 
Christian and another, or butweon one

Again, bigotry and sectarianism do 
freat damage In the fact that they hin 
der the triumph of the gospel. Ob, how 
much wasted ammunition! How many 
mon of splendid intellect have given theirs 
whole life to controverslal disputes when, 
if they had given thoir life to something 
practical, they might have been vastly 
useful. Mappose, while I speak, there 
were a common enemy coming up the bay 
and all the forte around the harbor began 
to fire inte eadh other, You would cry 
out: ‘'National suloide, Why den't those 
forte blaze away in one direction and 
thad ageinet the cemmon enemy?’ And 
pet I dometiomes aoe in the church eof tiv

I go out somotimes })) the summer, 
and I find two beehives, aud these two 
hive are 1 © quarrel, I come enr 
enough not to i> stung, but I come just 
nour enough te hoar the controversy, and 
one bechive says, ‘That fleld of clover is 
the sweotest,"’ and another beehive says, 
“That Meld of clover is the sweetest.'’ I 
come in between them, and I say: ‘‘Stop 
this quarrel. If you like that fold of 
clover best, go there, If you like this 
field of clover best, go there, But lot me 
tell you that that hive which gots the 
most honoy is the best bive!'’ Se I have 
come out between the churches of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. One denomination of 
Chrstians aays, ‘‘That feld of Christian 
doctrine is the best.'’ Well I say, ‘Go 
whore you get the most honey." That is 
the best churoh which gets the most 
honey of Christian graco for the heart and 
the most honey of Christian usefulness 
for the life. 

Besides that, if you want to build up 
any denomination, you will never build 
it- up by trying to pull some other down. 
Intolerance never put anything down. 
How much has intolerance accomplished, 
for instance, against theo Methodist 
church? For long years her ministry 
were forbidden the pulpits of Great Bri- 
tain, Why was it that so many of them 
preached in the fields? Simply because 
they could not get in the churohes. And 
tho name of the church was given in do- 
rision and as a sarcasm. The critics of 
the church said, ‘‘They have no order, 
they have no method in thelr worship,’’ 
and the critics therefore in trony called 
them ‘‘ Mothodists.’’ 

I am told that in Astor Iibrary, New 
York, kept as curiosities, there are 707 
books and pamphlots against Mothod- 
ism. Did intolerance stop that church? 
No. It is either first or second amid the 
denominations of Christendom, her mis- 
sionary stations in all parts of the world, 
her men not only important In religious 
trusts. but important In secular trusts. 
Church marching on, an@ the more intol- 


eranco against it the faster t¢ marchoa, 

What did intolerance accomplish against 
the Baptist church? If laughing scorn and 
tirade could haye destroyed the church, 
it would not have to-day a disciple left. 
The Baptists were hurled out of Boston 
in olden times. Those who sympathized 
with them were imprisoned, and whon a 
petition was offered asking lentenoy in 
tholr behalf all the men who signed it 
wero indicted. Has intolerance stopped 
the Baptist church? The last statistios in 
regard to it showed 44,000 churches and 
4,000,000 communicants. Intolerance 
never put down anything. 

In England a law was made against the 
Jew. England thrust back the Jew and 
thrust down the Jew, and deolared that 
no Jew should hold official position. 
What came of it? Were the Jews destroy- 
ed? Was their religion overthrown? No. 
Who became Prime Minister of England? 
Who was next to the throne? Who was 
higher than the throne because he was 
counselor and adviser? Disraeli, a Jew. 
What were we celebrating im all our 
churches as well as synagogues enly a 
few years ago? Tho one hundredth birth- 
day of Montefiore, the great Jewish 
philanthropist. Intolerance never yet put 
down anything. 

But now, my frionds, haying shown 
you tho origin of bigotry or sectarianism 


and haying shown you the damago it 


does, I want briefly to show you how we 
are to war against this torrible eyil, and 
I think we ought to begin our war by 
roalizing our own weakness and our im- 
perfections. If we make so many mistakes 
in the common affairs of life, is it not 
possible that we may make mistakes in 
regard to our religious affairs? Shall we 
take a man by the throat or by the cellar 
because he cannot see roligious truths 
just as wetlo? In the light of eternity it 
will be found out, I think, there was 
something wrong in all our creeds and 
something right in all our oreeds, but 
sinco wo may mako mistakes in regard 
to things of the world, do not let us be 
80 ogotistic and so puffed up as to have 
an idea that we cannot makwy any mis 
take in regard to religious theories, and 
then I think wo will doa great deal to 
overthrow the sectarinnism from our 
heart and the sectarianism from the 
world by chiofly enlarging in those things 
in which we agree rather than thoso on 
which we diffor, 

Now, hore 1s 4 great gospel platform. 
A mun comes up on this sido of the 
platform and says, ‘‘I don’t believe in 
baby sprinkling.’’ Shall 1 shove him off? 
Hero is # man coming up on his side of

Shall I shoye him off? No, I will say: 
“Do you believe in the Lord Jesus as 
your Sayiowe? Do you trust him for time 
and for eternity’’' He says, ‘' Yos.'’ ‘'Do 
you tuko Christ for time and for otern- 
ity?’ ‘*Yos.’’ I say, ‘‘Como on, brother! 
One in time and ome in eternity. Brother 
mow, porother foreyor.’’

I think we may overthrow the severe 
soctarianism and bigotry in our hearts 
and in the church also by realizing that 
all the denominations of Christians have 
yielded noble institutions and noble mon. 
hero is nothing that so stirs my soul as 
this thought. One denomination yielded 
a Robert Hall and an Adoniram Judson; 
another ylelded John Wesley and the 
blessed Summoerfiela, while our eywn de- 
nomination ylelded John Knox and the 
Aloxanders—men ef whom the world was 
not worthy. Now, I say, if we are hon- 
est and fair minded mon, when we come 
up in the presence of such churohes and 
such denominations, although they may 
be different from our ownp-we ought to 
admire them and we ought to leve and 
honor them. Churches which can produce 
auch men, and suoh large hearted char- 
ity, and such magnifloent martyrdom 
ought to win our affection—at any rate 
our respect. So come on, ye 600,000 Epis- 
copiliaos in this country, and yo 1,400,- 
000 Presbyterians, and ye 4,000,000 Bap- 
tists, and ye 6,000,000 Methedists, come 
on. Shoulder to shoulder we will march 
for the world’s conquest, fer all nations 
are to be sayud, and God demands that 
you and I holp. Forward, the whole line! 
In the Yeung Mon's Christian asscola- 
tions, In the Bible soolety, in the Tract 
soolety, im the Forelgn Missionary seoi- 
ety, shoulder to shallder all demomina- 
tions. 

Perhaps I might foroefally illustrate 
this truth by calling your attemtien to an 
incident which took place 26 years ago. 
One Monday morning at about 9 e'cleok, 
while her 900 passengers were sound 
asleop in her berths dreaming of homo, 
the steamer Atlantio crashed inte Mara’ 
Head. Five hundred seuls in ten mimutes 


landed in eternity! Ob, what ao scone! 
Agonized men and women running up 
and down the gangways and clutohing 
for tho rigging, and the plunge of the 
helploss steamer, and the olapping of the 
hands of tho morolless soa over the drown- 
ing and the dead, throw two continents 
into terror.

Can those mon ever forget that 
night? And oan they over forgot their 
companionship in peril, companionship 
in atriggle, companionship in awful 
catastrophe and rescue? Nevor! Never! In 
whatevor part of the oarth they meot, 
they will be friends when they montion 
tho story of that night whon the Atlantio 
atruck Mara’ Hoad, Well, my friends, our 
world has gone into n worse shipwreok. 
Sin'drove it on the rooks. The old ship 
has lurched and tossed in the tempests of 
6,000 years, Out with tho life lino!

The Busy Beo Doosn't Like to Go More 
Than 5 Miles for Material, 


Tho rango of the honey bee is but little 
understood by the masses, many suppos- 
ing that bees go for miles in quest of 
nectar, while others think that they go 
only a short distanco. It may be curious 
to many to understand how any one can 
tell how far the boo may fly, but thia ins 
simple when undorstood Years. ago 
when, with the Italian beos were first in 
troduced in the United States, these bores, 
haying marks different to the comimon 
beos already horo, were ousily disting- 
ulshed, and after any beokeeper had ob- 
tained the Italian boes they could be ob- 
served and tholr range ousily noticed, If 
bloom is plentiful near where bees aro 
located, they will not go vory far, per- 
hapsamile in range, bub if bloom js 
scarce thoy may go five miles. Usually 
about threo miles is as far as they muy 
«o profitably. 
Beos haye beon knownto go na fur as 
elght miles in a straight line, crossing a 
body of water that distance to land, It Is 
wonderful how the little honey bee can 
ao so far from ite home and wyer find its 
Wiy back to ita own particular hive, If, 
While the little bee is out of its home, or 
hive, the hivo should be removed some 10 
or 20 foot, according to the surroundings, 
When it came back to where Its home 
was first located it would be hopolossly 
loat If its home was In an open space, 
with no other objoota close, it might find 
ita way home, but, ovon should the hive 
Stock, be romoyed only a few foot, many of the

MR. OSLER WILL 
GO TO NAPANEE. 

















Crown Will Leave No Loophole for 
Error in the Robbery Case. 


(Mail and Empire.) 

It has been definitely arranged that Mr. 
B. B. Osler, Q.C., will attend the prelim- 
inary investigation into the bank robbery 
cases at Napanee next week. He will bo 
present in the interests of the Crown. 
Magistrate Daly is not a lawyer by profes- 
sion and will therefore be glad to have sn 
eminent counsel present to assist him in 
deciding on whether evidence sufficient to 
hold the prisoners exists. This is the first 
time in many years that so eminent a 
counsel as Mr, Osler has been asked to 
undertake a preliminary investigation, but 
in view of the public agitation in connec- 
tion with this case, it is cone:d- 
ed that there should hereafter be no ques- 
tion as to whether the case has been pro- 
perly conducted from the start. 

Moreover, it has been decided te send 
Mr. Nelson R. Butcher, the well-knowa 
shorthand expert, to report the evidence. 
This is not a usual proceeding. The usuvl 
custom is to allow some constable to write 
out the depositions and have the witnesses 
sign them. In many important prosecu- 
tions, notably the Sternaman case, the 
Crown has suffered from the incorrectness 
of such reports, and witnesses have been 
forced to admit statsments which they 
never made, thereby damaging their 
genuine testimony. The Crown is re- 
solved that the door shall not be left open 
to such mistakes in the present case. 


The present arrangements may result in 
the investigation being left over from 
Monday afternoon to Tuesday morning. 

It is said some fifty witnesses will be 


subpoenaed for the Crown and as many 
more for the defence,

“You spoke about being told by God 
to heal. How were you told?’’ 

“T hear a whisper, ‘go here and go 
there.’ It is soft and kindly, like a 
child’s, and I obey it at once. The yoice 
told me not to drink tea or coffee, and 
neyer to touch pork, and I haye aocord- 
ingly left off all throe.’’ 

Schrader opened his big eyes wide 
when it was suggested that perhaps these 
whispers came from spirits. ‘‘’he yolce 
was too kind,"’ he replied, ‘‘and, besides, 
I don’t think spirits can talk.’’ 


Physical Effect of Mis Work, 

‘Doesn't the sympathy and healing 
weaken you, Mr. Schrader?"’

Montreal, July 80.—Hon. Felix March- 
and, in a speech at Tadousac, has been 
throwing some light on the financial 
foats of the present Government.

Stratford Municipal Bulldings, 

Stratford, Ont., July 80.—A bylaw to 
raise the sum of $30,000 for the purpose 
of erecting new municipal buildings in 
place of those burned Jast November, 
was oarricil yesterday by a majority of 
95. Tho plans accepted for the new 
buildings are those of George W. King, 
architect, of Toronto, and the lowest 
tender for the erection of the same was 
that of KE. A. Causey and John L. 
Youngs of this city, amounting to $27,- 
787. A bylaw to raise $21,000 for the 
purpose of reconstruction of the building 
according to plans prepared by Alex. 
Hepburn of this city was voted on at the 
same time and defvated by a majority of 
81. Tho lowest tender for this scheme 
was $20,536. This means that Stratford 
will. haye an entirely new building for 
municipal purposes, and the plans indi- 
cate a handsome building, a modern 
structure in every respect, and one that 
will be a credit to the olty. 


Suicided at the Hotel. 

Toronto, July 80.—James D, Banks, 
until lately enginoer on the steamer Ada 
Alice, was found dead at Hayes’ Hotel, 
166 Bathurst street, yesterday morning. 
Decsased’s trousers wero laid against the 
bottom of the door and the gas was 
turnod on full. The clothes were of good 
material and $5 were found in the 
pockets. The body wis identified by 
Engineer Heming of the Island. Mr. 
Banks was chief engineer at the Globe 
office when Hon. George Brown was shot 
by Goorge Bennett. He sustained a sun- 
stroke some time ago, and never recovered 
from the effects. 


Hallstorm Spoils the Crop. 


MoGroegor, July 80.—A héavy hailstorm 
passed over the Wellington settlement; 
eight miles north of this place, towards 
the east, doing a great deal of damage. 
Many of the settlers, who are entirely 
hailed out, suffered the same fate last 
year, and are consequently loft in very 
bad shape, The prospects of a good crop 
Were never better, and it would be difi- 
cult to estimate tho loss.

‘* Declaratory Act” is an equivocal term, 
and one of which the legislative yocabulary 
would be well rid. It thw legal fact were 
as the Declaratory Act, 80 designated, states 
it to be, there would be no_ need of the 
Act, A declaratory act 18 im fact a 
usurpation by the Vegislature of judicial 
functions, than which nothing can be more 
pernicious. “The framers of the American 
coustitution were wise when they coupled 
rotroastive legislation with the passing of 
Bills of Attainder, which are likewise 
usurpations of judical power, and forbade 
them beth. ‘The objection does not apply 
to Acts of indemnity, romitting pena ties 
innocently incurred, which disturb no legal 
rights and would be beyond the power of 
the courts. Before the repeal of the Test 
and Corporation Acts in England an Act 
of Indemnity was annually passed in favor 
of those who had tailed to So the 
requirements of a law which improved 
sentiment condemned, though bigotry still 
opposed to repeal. 
The Acts of the Legislature show that in 
instances where an existing law has been 
changed the rule has been to insert a pro- 
yision that pending litigation shall in no 
way be affected by the amendment. Politi- 
cal exigencies do not justify a departure 
from this wise and salutary rule. If, how- 
ever, the power of the Legislature is to be 
invoked to prevent alleged technicalities 
working injuryto one party, surely it 
should also be invoked to prevent 
technicalities working injury to the other. 
It was certainly the intention of the Legis- 
lature that the candidate who was the 
choice of a majority of the yoters should be 
declared elected. There appears to be no 
doubt that in the South Riding of Perth at 
the last election the majority of voters 
supported the Conservative candidate, but 
through technicalities the Liberal was 
awarded the seat. Will Mr. Hardy see 
that technicalities are not allowed to stand 
in the way, and introduce a bill giving the 
seat to Mr. Monteith ?

England’s New Bullet. 


A correspondent of the London Times 
an from Woolwich, the great English 
arsenal, describes the new service bullet, 
just adopted by the war office, and which 
will for the first time be used in the 
Khartoum expedition. Several million 
rounds are being sent out for the use of 
the infantry who are going out to Kygpt. 
The reason assigned for the change 
inthe service bullet is that the Lee- 
Me‘ford, though it is more deadly at 
ten times the range of the old musket 
ball, does not disable an enemy as 
effectively as is considered desirable. The 
case is elongated and so hard that soldiers 
have been known to go on fighting after 
half a dozen Lee-Metford bullets have gone 
through them, while the bullet itself has 
passed through two or three men consecu- 
tively, shock being sacrificed for ponetra- 
tion. The Dum Dum bullet, now also su- 
perseded, came into use for the purpose of 
stopping the rush of hordes of fanatics, 
asithad the advantage of spreading out 
and bresking up whenever it encoun- 
tered resistance; but there has re- 
cently been some discussion in France 
as to the propriety of remonstrating 
with the British war office on the ground 
that it is contrary to the convention mado 
with other European powers in 1868. The 
new service bullet is the same diameter, 
(.303), the same length, (an inch and one- 
fifth), and the same weight (215 grains) as 
the Lee-Metford bullet, and fits all the 
service rifles and machine guns in use by 
the British army. The case is of nickel, 
the base only being filled with lead. The 
conical end is left empty, and when it 
strikes the enemy burrs, opens backward, 
and lodges in the body, penetration being 
lessened and shock increased. 


The new bullet is spoken of as ‘the man- 
killing bullet,” in contradistinction to the 
man-penetrating bullet. It is propelled 
with cordite, and has as much energy as 
the old Martini-Henry bullet of 410 
grains had with the best gunpowder ; 
while, as it is half the weight, the soldier 
isable to carry double the number of 
rounds of ball cartridges. The new 
bullet is being manufactured in the 
Royal Laboratory, Woolwich Arsonal, by 
men and boys working overtime, at the 
rate of 2,009,000 rounds of ball cartridges 
per week ; and, if the test in the Khar- 
toum expedition proves satisfactory, a 
permanent stock will be kept on hand at 
the powder Magazines at Woolwich. A 
contract for 10,090,069 rounds of the new 
ball cartridge has been ontercd into with 
Messrs. Kynoch & Oo., and one with the 
Small’ Arms Ammunition Oompany 
Birmingham, for a similar number, ;

DIAMOND SCINTILLATIONS 





Kaffir Searchers in the Mines Work 
Under Wire Nettings. 


The first diamonds discovered in Africa 
were found by a trader, who saw some 
children playing with what they supposed 
were pebbles, one of which, at least, prov 
ed Lo ve a diomond worth’ £3,000. Even at 
that early day the news of the discovery 
was not long in spreading to different 
countries, and not many years passed be- 
fore so many claims were taken up that it 
was impossible to keep them separate, and 
the result was one vast mining district 
some 15,000 square miles in area, control- 
led and worked by various corporations 
and syndicates. Besides these there are a 
large number of individual diggers, says a 
writer in the Chautauquan. 

The mining in the African fields is done 
by thousands of wild-eyed, black-skinnca 
natives. These Kaflira are large, powerful 
men, cleanly in their habits, cal during 
the timo for which the labor is contracted, 
usually a month, they are deprived of all 
freedom. Communication with any one 
outside the limits of the mino is forbidden. 
They are compelled to liye within the 
walled inclosure or compound owned by 
the company. While in their employ tho 
Kaftirs are clothed and fcd by the com- 
pany, and if sick or injured they are cared 

or at the expense of the corporation. 


Kvery possible precaution is taken to 
prevent the native workmen from stealing 
the gems. A wire netting covers the top 
of the compound, making it impossible to 
throw a stone over the walls to be picked 
up by a confederate or an illicit diamond 
buyer. Every night at five o'clock, as the 
mineré love their work, each is searched 
with great rigidity by the company’s agent. 
So expert have the natives become in their 
robberies that overy portion of their body 
is carefully examined with a» ‘sounding 
hammer,” and by the light of a cinile 
the sole of each foot is examincd for tho 
tell-tale refraction of light which reveals o 
diamond pushed under the thick skin of 
the foot through an incision so deftly coy- 
ered that it is easily overlooked, But the

The diagram given herewith shows the 
track pursued by the North Pole, accord- 
ing to Dr, Albrecht, a German astron- 
omor, who has recently published the re- 
sults of his investigation of the phenom- 
enon, between the yeara 1890 add 1898. 
Tho region coyored by this chart is sixty 
foot square, \rhence we may judge read- 
ily of the distance to which the polc is 
Niablo to depart from its mean, but raroly 
occupied, position at the centre of the 
Gagram. The irregularity of the track 
suggests that the pole staggers badly as it 
travels. No one save a mathematician 
who had the utmost confidence in the 
sobriety of the pole would for a moment 
think that there was anything Iike sys- 
tem in a movement ropresonted by a line 
so strangely coiled as this, and yet Dr. 
Chandler has shown conclusively that 
there is undoubtedly system about it, 
though the cause ef the movement can- 
not us yet bo assigned, and the moyement 
Itself has nof yet been determined fully 
In all its detatls, 

The muin result brought out by the 
analysis of Dr. Chandler may be present- 
ed thus: The point at the centre of this 
dingram may be called the ‘‘pole of the 
earth's’ figuro,"’ It is the precise centre 
of tho flattened area of which we have all 
heard, as characterizing each of the 
earth's polar regions. It ought to be also 
the pole—north pele—of the earth's axis
